1. Six reasons for adhering to the 
buddy system: 
Prevent or solve equipment problems 
Assist during entanglements 
Assist if cramp occurs 
Assist if tired 
Assist if out of air 
Assist if unconsciousness occurs 
Obtain assistance if necessary 
Less tendency to panic 
Share experiences 
Greater safety 


2. Minimum level for qualifying to 
dive without a buddy: There is no 
level of certification which qualifies one 
to dive alone. Instructors and experi- 
enced divers are seen diving alone at 
times, but that doesn’t mean they are 
qualified to do so. Self reliance is 
good, but is no substitute for some- 
one’s help should you be unable to 
help yourself. 


3. The primary qualification of a 
buddy diver: The person must want to 
buddy dive. No matter what other quali- 
fications a person may possess, if he 
or she does not have a desire to stay 
with you underwater, that person is not 
qualified as a good buddy. If a person 
won’t adhere to the buddy system, you 
have two choices: Follow that person 
throughout the dive or get a new bud- 
dy. The second choice is the better of 
the two. 


4. Four things you should know 
about your buddy: 
Buddy’s training and experience 
Emergency signals and procedures 
How to identify buddy underwater 
How to operate buddy’s releases 
How to operate buddy’s BC 
Location of buddy’s octopus 
How buddy maintains contact 


5. Four actions to prepare for 
out-of-air situations: 
Agree on procedures 
Have back-up scuba equipment 
Agree on signals 
Practice procedures 
Agree to remain close 


6. Four factors affecting who 
should be in charge of a dive: 
One with the most experience - 
One with the most training 
One most familiar with the area 
One most familiar with the activity — 
One with the required instruments 
One who led on the previous dive 


The most qualified person should be 
in charge of the first dive in an area, 
but should not lead every dive. The 
less experienced buddy needs opportu- 
nities to learn to take charge. Leading 
a dive does not necessarily mean that 
one diver leads and the other follows. 
It means that the leader has the au- 
thority to make decisions which control 
a dive. 


7. First step taken to help remain 
together: Planning the dive and agree- 
ing on the plan is essential if the divers 
are to coordinate underwater. They 
must establish the objective of the 
dive, the general course or pattern to 
be followed; limits for time, depth and 
air; who will lead; etc. The better this is 
done, the easier it is to stay together 
underwater. 


8. Primary factor determining 
separation distance: Several rules ex- 
ist, such as remaining within touching 
distance or where you can see one 
another, but better criteria are for the 
distance between buddies to be no 
more than that which will allow a diver

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to do the following after exhaling and 
before inhaling again: (1) Get to the 
buddy, (2) Get the buddy’s attention, 
and (3) Get assistance from the buddy. 
This distance will vary slightly depend- 
ing on various factors, but you can en- 


vision that it isn’t very great. Try it be- 


fore you need it. 


9. Least desirable position of a 
buddy: The worst place for a buddy to 
be is above and behind the other 
member of the team. This is the most 
difficult place to be spotted. The best 
location is abreast of your buddy. It 
helps greatly if the divers maintain the 
same relative position to one another 
throughout a dive. This makes it much 
easier for the divers to keep track of 
one another. | 


10. Action to be taken as depth 
increases: The distance separating 
divers should decrease as the depth 
increases. Deeper than 60 feet, bud- 
dies should be able to reach out and 
touch one another at all times. The 
buddies should also monitor air sup- 
plies and depth readings more fre- 
quently as depth increases. 


' 11. Maximum time to search for a 


missing buddy: If separation occurs, 
the divers should look for one another 
for no more than a minute. If a reunion 
does not result, both should surface so 
they can get back together. It may be 
more effective for one diver to remain 
stationary while the other searches, 
than for both to search simultaneously. 
This needs to be agreed upon before 
the dive. 


12. Primary responsibility as a 
buddy: Many divers think their respon- 
sibility is to provide assistance if some- 
thing goes wrong. This is secondary. 
Your main obligation is to prevent 
things from going wrong. Constantly 
checking a buddy’s gear, air supply, 
depth, etc. is your main task. If you 
keep your buddy out of trouble, you are 
the best partner one could have under- 
water. Be that kind of buddy.

ternship program at a PADI training facili- 
ty in the area, gaining valuable retail train- 
ing in the field under actual supervised 
working conditions, which allow for im- 
mediate review and analysis of the stu- 
dents’ overall techniques and perform- 
ance. Equipment maintenance and repair 


procedures are then taught, followed by 
rescue diver and divemaster course top- 


ics. Throughout the entire duration of the 
course students spend a great deal of 


time in the ocean and pool, learning and 


perfecting skills they ll need to know as 
diving instructors. 

All of these studies lead up to week 
eight, the last week of training, during 
which several days are spent at Santa 
Catalina Island. In addition to resort op- 
erations training and deep/wreck diving 
orientations, the students also make 
open water teaching presentations of the 
actual PADI in-water class procedures 
they'll use in their own scuba instructional 
programs. Because the demand for grad- 
uates is so great, the college maintains a 
strong working relationship with stores 
and resorts around the world and assists 
the graduating candidates in setting up 
personal interviews with these prospec- 
tive employers during this last week. An 
optional ninth week of instruction is of-

ational Underwater Marine Agency: 
NUMA. If the name sounds familiar to 
you, you may be one of the 20 million 
people who marveled at this agency’s ac- 
complishments in Raise the Titanic or at 
its efforts in retrieving secret documents 
from the wreck of the Empress of Ireland 
in Night Probe! 

It wasn’t until just recently that | learned 
this fictional agency was in fact a very 
real marine research agency created by 
famous author, Clive Cussler. NUMA was 
created in 1978 as a non-profit founda- 
tion for the location, identification and 
possible salvage of shipwrecks of nation- 
al historical significance. 

This agency gets its name from the 
same government organization that 
Cussler employs in his many novels. 
Here all similiarities end. The real Nation- 
al Underwater Marine Agency is funded 
almost entirely by royalties from 
Cussler’s books. The philosophy that NU- 
MA works under is to preserve our na- 
tion’s maritime heritage by discovering 
shipwrecks of national importance before 
they are lost forever. 

The list of finds of this agency is im- 
pressive. NUMA has found the USS 
Cumberland, which has the distinction of 
being the first warship in history to be 
sunk by an armored vessel. She was 
rammed by the Confederate ironclad 
Merrimack in 1862. NUMA also has lo- . 
cated the remains of the Merrimack her- 
self, off Craney Island, Norfolk, Virginia. 
Unlike its famous foe, the Monitor, the 
Merrimack was totally destroyed—the re- 
sult of wire drags and dredging over the 
years, because no one knew it was there. 

NUMA is fairly well-known among the 
trade of wreck researchers and salva- 
gers. The agency itself is made up of re- 
spected marine archaeologists. These 
experts include Peter Throckmorton, fa- 
mous for his discoveries of ancient ship- 
wrecks in the Mediterranean Sea. Former 
state marine archaeologists helped to 
Survey and salvage artifacts from the 
Cumberland and the Confederate sea 
raider CSS Florida. 

Most recently, Cussler and NUMA are 
undertaking a salvage project off the 
North Shore of Long Island to recover ar- 
tifacts from the wreck of the Lexington, a 
fast sidepaddle packet built in 1835 by 
Cornelius Vanderbilt. It is considered a 
valuable source of pre-Civil War relics 
and is itself one of the most unique and 
valuable ships built. NUMA is working 
with Zeff Loria to dive this wreck using a 
Pisces three-man submersible. 

Artifacts that are found will be donated 
to the Vanderbilt Museum in Centerport,

Long Island. Divers are recruited from 
area dive shops and clubs to assist in the 
salvage operation. 

Though NUMA’s primary focus is find- 
ing shipwrecks, it has been working for 
divers in Washington battling the recent 
legislation on shipwrecks. Says Cussler, 
‘This type of legislation can’t be adminis- 
tered, there is just no way. To them (pro- 
ponents of the bill) it’s black and white. 
Very little gray. On the one hand there are 
divers who drag and destroy the wrecks 


and on the other are the marine archaeo- 
logists who treat each wreck as personal 
property. Trying to ram a law down our 
throats, saying that every ship over 50 
years old is historically important, is a bit 
MUG oo. 

The success of NUMA continues to 
grow. !t has identified over 35 historic 
shipwrecks: USS Housatonic, a sloop 
that was the first warship ever sunk by a 
submarine; the USS Carondelet, still list- 
ed by the Navy as taking part in more bat- 
tles during the Civil War than any other 
warship; and the Gluckauf, the first proto- 
type of the modern oil tanker. This latter 
was the first ship to use hull bulkheads to 
store oil and to place engines in the stern. 
She sank off Fire Island, NY in 1893.

The next project for NUMA is in the 
North Sea, site of the Battle of Jutland, 
where Cussler and associates are hoping 
to locate the German U-20, which sank 
the Lusitania and the wreckage of the 
British cruiser Pathfinder, the first ship ev- 
er sunk by a U-boat. 

Considering the successes of past ex- 
peditions, I’m sure we can look forward 
to reading about these historic wrecks in 
the very near future, just as I’m sure we 
can look forward to the continuing adven- 
tures of the fictional hero, Dirk Pitt and the 
now not-so-fictitious NUMA. Divers inter-

Canada, England, Australia, New 
Zealand and other countries. This new 
law, H.R. 3194, will give title for the 
wrecks to the federal government and the 
states. But we don't need it because div- 
ers can live together and work things out 
well within their states. 

J. Barto Arnold of the Texas Antiquities 
Committee and the Advisory Council on 
Underwater Archaeology, said: “Admiral- 
ty Law is okay for contemporary wrecks. 
Archaeological techniques are improving 
and sport divers should be involved in 
them. But archaeological sites should not 
be targeted for commercial exploitation.” 

Alan Albright, South Carolina Institute 
of Archaeology and Anthropology, said: 
‘Treasure hunters are looters benefiting 
themselves and they will be put out of 
business by this new bill. Sport divers are 
separate from treasure hunters. Admiralty 
Law deals with current disasters, not with 
old wrecks.’ 

Peter Throckmorton, marine archaeol- 
ogist, huffed: “You Nazis, Ku Klux Klan 


and hardheads cant be convinced. Every 


country protects wrecks. Mel Fisher 
doesnt have archaeologists—you have 


_to write in journals to be archaeologists. 


You have to be selective with shipwrecks 
because only one in 20 is worth excavat- 
ing. We are promoting historic preserva- 
tion amid a gangster element here.’ 
Bob Marx, author and marine archae- 
ologist, said: ‘First we have to determine 
which wrecks are important. When | was 


in Israel | found an old wreck | thought 
was important but the people said, ‘It's 
not 2,000 years old—it's only 1,000 years 


old and that’s not old enough to fool 
with! | say wrecks should be placed in 
categories. A Christopher Columbus 


wreck would be untouchable, but that 
‘eomprses only two percent of wrecks. 





About five percent of them you leave 
alone, perhaps retaining them for ar- 
chaeologists. Many other wrecks would 
be designated for sport divers and the 
rest for anybody who wants them.” 

Bert Kilbride, salvor and shipwreck ex- 
pert from the British Virgin Islands, said: 
“l’'ve mapped 138 wrecks in the British 
Virgin Islands, most of which are under 5 
to 15 feet of sand. They are unidentified 
and we have to get them out of the sand 
first to see how historic or non-historic 
they are. We work with officials of the 
British Virgin Islands who receive a re- 
sponsible share of what we find. We have 
established a museum to display some of 
the more interesting artifacts retrieved.’ 

The symposium audience was en- 
thralled by David Horan, world renowned 
Admiralty attorney who won the Cob Coin 
Salvors case in the Supreme Court. 
Horan revealed the true story behind the 
push for passage of H.R. 3194 and S. 
1504. He said: ‘It all came from Fred 
Wendorf, head of the Texas Antiquities 
Committee who got in touch with Jim 
Wright, one of the most powerful politi- 
cians in this nation and the man Ms. Gie- 
secke works for. He’s so powerful he got 
this bill in and then turned to Tower and 
Bentsen, Texas senators and said, 
‘Youre part of our legislative delegation 


so you put it in the Senate.’ They didnt 
know what they were filing but they did it 


because Jim Wright is the man who can 
stop any of their bills in the House. Jim 
Wright then called Walter Jones who is 
head of the Oceanography Committee 
we had the first hearings in front of and 
told him that he was going to put this 
through. Wright told Jones to push it as 
far as he could. Then Wright said, ‘| am 
going to make sure that it’s referred to 
committees we can get it through.’ 

“Admiralty Law goes back to 1842 and 
has served us well governing maritime 
Salvage. It continues to serve us well, 
therefore there is no need for any new 
legislation. They are trying to wipe out a 
law—Admiralty Law—that our Federal 
District Court has exclusive jurisdiction 
over. Its called Admiralty and Maritime 
Claims under our Constitution. It's amaz- 
ing that a bill that would wipe out Admiral- 
ty jurisdiction of the Federal District 
Courts, granted under our Constitution, 
was never referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Isn't that amazing? That shows 
the power of Jim Wright, a power divers 
must continue to fight.” 

Paul Tzimoulis, Vice-President, Group 
Publications, Petersen Publishing Com- 
pany, said: Wreck divers are incurable 
romantics. They love the sea and are not 


robbers and looters. They spend a lot of 


money on diving and equipment, thus 


_ their motivation is different—certainly not _ 


in the realm of looters. One million active 
divers, who love their freedom, 


to legislation. 
“We are opposed to any wide- “Sweep-

ing legislation because first, it is unneces- 
sary. Second, it can be turned against us 
and third, it can create public backlash. 
True historical wrecks can be protected. 
There are wrecks that are important ar- 
chaeologically, but Congress is being 
awesome and asinine about them. You 
don’t burn down a building just to kill the 
cockroaches in it. 

‘Legislators will make these laws and 
other people will enforce them. It will be 
convenient for the enforcers, thousands 
of them, interpreting the legislation as 
they see fit. What we'll have is a case of 
11 ships, one of which will be of historical 
value. But the interpreters of the law will 
make all 11 off limits to divers. 

“What we'll have is public backlash 
where legislation will destroy what ar- 
chaeologists and divers have been trying 
to preserve. Divers will become outraged 
and civil disobedience will emerge. For 
instance, the state of Florida fenced off 
freshwater sinkholes and banned cave 
diving. But divers climbed the fences at 
2:00 am and dove the caves anyway. 
Florida couldn't enforce the ban because 
no agency has 24 hour surveillance of 
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sinkholes. States won't have it on the 
coastlines either. In the past, archaeolo- 
gists have had support from sport divers. 
This too will disappear; legislation will 
ruin it.” 

There were many other speakers and 
panelists at the symposium, all prominent 
in their fields: Dimitri Rebikoff, Harold Ed- 
gerton, Gordon Watts, Gary Kozak, Marv

ure discovered by their father, the late Art 
McKee, who pioneered treasure salvage 
in the late 40s and early 50s. This cache 
from the 1733 Spanish Plate Fleet is one 
of the finest treasure collections in the 
world. Sport divers gazed in awe, like 
children in a toy factory, at the collection 
of gold and silver coins, silver ingots, 
jewels, rings, earrings, buttons, buckles, 
Cannons, muskets, cutlasses, pewter 
cups, plates and platters. 

The symposium provided diving too. 
Many brave souls endured rough seas to 
become certified as wreck and archaeo- 
logical divers. The Bahia Mar Hotel 
served as host to divers from all over the 
United States and Canada. California 
wreck divers were well represented, 
while one diver came all the way from 
Australia and another from Lima, Peru. 
Everybody enjoyed the lobster luau, held 
on the beach the last evening of the five 
day affair. 

Chairman Bill Raymond accomplished 
his objectives: to assemble sport divers, 
salvors and marine archaeologists for 
films, lectures, dives and discussions that 
will foster understanding and apprecia- 
tion for all shipwrecks. Cinematographer 
Marv Jones, Lakeland, Florida, summed 
it up best when he said: “lt was educa- 
tional, enlightening and entertaining. I’m 
already looking forward to coming back 
again next Summer.” se

Our processing was acceptable. 

You can rate and push process 3M 
Color Slide 1000 to ISO 2000 by multiply- 
ing the first developer time by 1.5 or to 
ISO 4000 by multiplying by 2.2. However, 
as indicated on the data sheet packaged 
with the film, exposing and processing for 
a higher (or lower) film speed may result 
in a compromise of image quality. 


THE RESULTS 

The exterior shots at the Rhone had in- 
credible depth of field because most 
exposures were made at f16 or f22. The 
interior shots, especially those taken with 
natural light, showed more detail than we 
could have recorded with a slower film. 
The natural light fish close-up shots had 
proper exposure, but, of course, lacked 
the color we would have achieved with 
strobe lighting. The 28 mm lens shots 
with the UR-PRO filter were significantly 
warmer and brighter than those taken 
without the filter. 

The natural light shots taken in the dark 
engine room and other compartments of 
the Cartanser showed good detail. How- 
ever, while many of the strobe fill shots at 
50 watt-seconds turned out well, the 100 
ws flashes overexposed all near subject 
areas. The lesson: Use as little strobe 
light as possible when taking sunlight ex- 
posures in such dim light with fast films! 

While 83M Color Slide 1000 does give 
you the ability to take U/W photographs 
in dim conditions, increases your depth 
of field and can be used to stop fast ac- 
tion, there is a price. And, that price is 
grain, loss of color saturation and the loss 
of sharpness (which we believe) is 
caused by the coarse grain structure. 
Grain isn’t always bad; in a previous film 
comparison test inside a sunken wreck, 
viewers actually preferred the grainier 
prints. The excessive grain accentuated 
the feeling of antiquity of the wreck. Re- 
garding loss of color, when you are tak- 
ing natural light pictures in dim light, you 
won't get snappy color with any film.

tion around Bonaire. He has charted a 
number of ‘secret sites’’ including a cou- 
ple of shipwrecks and several spectacu- 
lar coral reefs. His favorites include: Eng- 
lish Gardens, The Invisibles, Devil’s 
Garden, and Divi Divi Tree. Carib Inn al- 
so conducts an all day, two tank dive sa- 
fari to Washington/Slagbaai National 
Park. Playa Benge is a favorite site with 
a beautiful formation of coral spurs and 
grooves in 10 to 80 feet of water. Another 
is Boca Slagbaai, tightly packed with 
rich corals, seafans and giant boulders 
that have fallen from the cliff above. 
Carib Inn visits approximately 25 se- 
lected dive sites of which 15 are known 
only to Bruce Bowker. Bowker will also 


accommodate divers from other guest 


houses on a space available basis. 

A fifth dive operation, not at a beach 
hotel, provides independent dive serv- 
ices and works with several resort bun- 
galows. This operator is known as BUD- 
DY WATERSPORTS and is in Kralendijk 
directly below the E Wowo nightclub. 

Buddy Watersports is owned and oper- 
ated by Joop and Yvonne Rauwers, a 
Dutch couple who have settled in Bon- 
aire. Joop is a certified CMAS Three Star 
diver with 22 years experience. He caters 
primarily to European divers, but is at- 
tracting an American clientele as well. At 
present, Rauwers is servicing guests 
staying at the Carabela Bungalows. 

Buddy Watersports has an inventory of 
24 scuba tanks, two Bauer compressors 
and a 26 foot open fisherman that can 
carry up to 14 divers. Rauwers operates 
scheduled dives twice daily with 9:30 am 
and 2:00 pm departures. Both trips are 
single tank dives. Night dives are avail- 
able upon request and depart at 8:30 pm. 
The most popular sites visited are Carl's 
Hill, Forest, Hilltop Dive, Nukove, Pink 
Beach and Karpata.

The simplest way to reach Bonaire is to 
take the non-stop ALM flight from Miami 
to Bonaire. [his departs every Saturday 
and Sunday at 5:15 pm. It is a two and 
one-half hour flight aboard a modern jet 
with dinner served on board. If you can- 
not depart either Saturday or Sunday, the 
alternative is to fly ALM s dally jet service 
at 2:00 pm to Aruba or Curacao, where 
you transfer to an inter-island commuter 
flight. Eastern Airlines also offers daily jet 
service from Miami to Curacao late in the 
day and is an excellent choice if you plan 
to stay overnight in Curacao and do a lit- 
tle sightseeing. [here are several daily 
connections the following day to Bonaire 
with the commuter flights. 

American Airlines operates daily jet 
service from New York to Aruba/Cura- 
Cao and you Can make a connection to 
Bonaire via ALM inter-island service. 
Mid-Atlantic divers can now go on the 
ALM weekly charter from Baltimore and 
Philadelphia to Bonaire. This flight de- 
parts every Saturday around noon.

U.S. Divers Combines. 


Aesthetics and 
Function in its 






hen a mockup of the new U.S. Div- 
ers fin was displayed at the 1983 
DEMA Show, | was skeptical whether the 
production model would look as good. It 
looks better. Then | wondered if anything 
so obviously designed with aesthetics in 
mind could perform. It did. Now graphite 
has been added to make the fin perform 
even better. 

Aqua-Lung Compro Graphite Fins are 
part of a new corporate philosophy of de- 
sign coherence among the company’s 
three lines: U.S. Divers, Aqua-Lung Pro 
Line and JM Cousteau. Engineers work 
together on new products, incorporating 
the firm’s identifying characteristics into 
each item. 

| recently visited the U.S. Divers factory 
to interview Mark Faulconer, who devel- 
oped the Compro fin. Mark is an industri- 
al designer, trained to combine aesthet- 
ics with function. ‘“Automobiles are creat- 
ed this way, so is ski equipment,’ he 
said. ‘‘Why not dive gear?” 

Faulconer pointed out some of the fea- 
tures which make Compro fins unique. 
He cited human factors analysis studies 
which concluded that most fins are 
vented the wrong way. In kicking, maxi- 
mum propulsion comes from the down- 
beat. If water is vented to flow through 
from the top to the bottom of the fin, pow- 
er is lost. Therefore he decided to vent 
the Compro from bottom to top, so water 
flows through only on the upbeat, lessen- 
ing resistance on recovery. 

In many fins, the foot pocket is just an 
afterthought. The one on the Compro 
shows the result of a lot of study. The top 
is a flat surface to reduce turbulence. A 
diver’s feet flare out while thrusting down-

ward. To avoid squeezing the feet on the 
downbeat, the Compro’s foot pocket 
flares out at the toe, like the old Earth 
Shoes did. Compros are available in 
small, medium and extra large models. 
The blade size varies slightly among the 
three fins; the main difference is in the 
size of the foot pockets. 

Compros are made from thermoplastic 
elastomer which has had a major impact 
on fin design over the past three years. 
This manmade material allows a stiff 
blade with strong rebound characteristics 
to be molded to a soft foot pocket. Al- 
though the foot pocket looks and feels 
like rubber, it is an olefin plastic, chemi- 
cally similar to the blade material. After 
the blade is made, the foot pocket is 
molded onto it, forming a chemical and 
thermal bond which will not delaminate. 
The result is a lightweight fin, comfortable 
to wear but powerful and resilient. 

Like all the new plastic fins, the Com- 
pro has some trade-offs. The soft foot 
pocket can take a set if objects are piled 
on top of it or if it is exposed to heat. To 
prevent that, the owner is advised to keep 
the inserts (Supplied with the fins) in the 
foot pockets when the fins are not being 
used for diving. These act as shoe trees 
and prevent sagging. Eventually, the 
blade will become scuffed from repeated 
encounters with rocks and coral. Al- 
though cosmetics are compromised, per- 
formance is not affected. 


There are three Compro fin models 


available. Graphite fibers are added to 
the blade of the Graphite model for in- 
creased stiffness. That's to accommo- 
date the big kicker who wants more pow- 
er. Unlike other graphite fins that are

translucent dark gray, carbon was added 
to the compound to make the Compro 
Graphite opaque black. 

Underwater, the fins feel as good as 
they look. They are light, comfortable and 
generate good power. The efficient blade 
angle and the vents, combined with the 
material’s light weight and resiliency, re- 
sult in more power with less effort. Differ- 
ences in. thrust between the graphite and 
the clear model are subtle. When trying 
One on each foot and switching them 
back and forth, | detected a bit more ef- 
fort demanded by the graphite fin. Gener- 
ally, the more powerful kicker will prefer 
that model. 

Retail price is $60. The Compro Graph- 
ite is an efficient combination of form and 
function, representing the state of the art 
in dive fin design.

O: of air! This emergency strikes fear 
in many divers. Perhaps a little fear 
is healthy—it causes respect. But the 
panic that sometimes follows fear is cer- 
tainly not healthy. Being out of air while 
diving needn't cause panic. From basic 
training on we are Instructed to watch our 
submersible pressure gauges continual- 
ly, dive with a buddy and share, if neces- 
Sary, his or her air during the ascent. A 
vast improvement in buddy breathing 
was the use of an octopus: Each diver 
has his/her own second stage and there 
is no need to share one. But octopuses 
are not a panacea. They increase safety 
but aren't the perfect solution. 

In 1979, Scubapro got a better idea. 
They developed and introduced the revo- 
lutionary A.I.R. Il: A.|.R. standing for Alter- 
nate Inflator Regulator. This unit com- 
bined a quick-disconnect, inflation/defla- 
tion valve for a buoyancy control device 
with a dependable demand second stage 
for backup emergency breathing. Presto! 
In one fell swoop Scubapro took a big 
step forward in diving safety. Mating the 
BC power inflator/deflator with a demand 
regulator resulted in a number of advan- 


tages. For one, the location of the backup 
regulator became standardized—at the 
end of the BC inflator hose, in front of the 
diver—always within easy reach. Further- 
more, because the A.I.R. Il serves as the 
BC inflator/deflator and is used frequent- 
ly during most dives, the diver learns to 
locate it quickly and in an emergency will 
know instinctively where to find it. This is 
called location reaction and can help re- 
markably in a stressful situation. Also, If 
mounted properly on the BC hose the 
A.|.R. Il mouthpiece will be in the precise 
position for instant use—reducing the 
fumbling and time wasted in orienting the 
mouthpiece of an ordinary octopus for 
breathing. These are important advan- 
tages, since the A.I|.R. Il was designed to 


be used by the donor who gives his/her ° 


own primary second stage to the diver 
who is out of air. 

The fourth advantage Is increased de- 
pendability. Because the A.I.R. Il is at- 
tached to the short BC inflator hose, there 
is little chance it will drag along the bot- 
tom, collecting specimens on the way. lt 
is also less likely to hang up in kelp, coral 
or a wreck. Additionally, every time the 


BC is vented, the escaping air passes 
through the A.I.R. Il, tending to flush any 
debris from around the regulator mecha- 
nism and out through the mouthpiece and 
exhaust valve. Still another advantage is 
the reduction in the number of hoses radi- 
ating from the first stage—with the A.I.R. 
ll, a single high flow hose supplies both 
the BC power inflator and the backup 
regulator. Hence, we can't call this an oc- 
topus rig. 

The A.I.R. ll is a marvelous invention. 
So much so that the oldest scuba instruc- 
tion agency in the United States, the Los 
Angeles County Underwater Instructors 
Association, presented Scubapro with its 
Safety Award for the significant contribu- 
tion the A.I.R. Il has made to diving safe- 
ty. The diving public has also acknowl- 
edged, with its popular acceptance, the 
safety contributions of the A.I.R. Il. 

How do you improve on success? 
Well, Scubapro did. Earlier this year they 
introduced the second generation A.1|.R. 


||, a new and improved version, offering 


higher regulator performance and more 
convenient placement of inflation and de- 
flation buttons, among other changes. 





The new A.I.R. Il can be easily installed 
on any buoyancy control device that has 
a one inch diameter inflator hose in the 
area of the left shoulder. It is secured with 
a simple plastic tie/clamp. The 28 inch 
long, low pressure, high flow supply hose 
has a 3/8 inch diameter fitting for thread- 
ing into a low pressure port on the regula- 
tor’s first stage. Recommended interme- 
diate pressure is between 128 and 140 
psi. The other end of the supply hose at- 
taches to the A.I.R. Il with a chrome plat- 
ed brass quick disconnect mechanism. 

Like many second stages, the A.I.R. Il 
utilizes a downstream, venturi assisted 
demand valve, with the valve body made 
of chrome plated brass, the valve seat of 
neoprene and the demand lever of stain- 
less steel. Stainless is also used in the in- 
flation valve, actuated by the small, round 
Delrin plastic inflation button. The large, 
rectangular deflation button is also Delrin. 
So is the purge button. The latter is actu- 
ally a one inch diameter disk, attached to 
the two and one-quarter inch diameter sil- 
icone rubber diaphragm and slightly re- 
cessed in the center of the high density 
polypropylene diaphragm cover. The 
A.|.R. Il housing is injection molded of a 
fiberglass reinforced, polyester resin. 
Lastly, the mouthpiece is neoprene and 
the one inch diameter exhaust valve is sil- 
icone rubber. At an intermediate pressure 
of 135 psi, the A.I.R. Il can provide about 
23.5 (standard) cubic feet per minute to 
the diver and about 7.6 scfm to the BC. 
It can deflate the BC at about 13 scfm, at 
one psi back pressure. 

The purpose in pointing out all these 
specifications is to show that the A.I.R. I! 
is not a second rate regulator stuffed into 
a BC inflator body. It is a full feature, fine 
performance second stage that doubles 
as a BC power inflator. Not that the A.I|.R. 
Il should be used as a primary second 
stage, but its performance is quite com- 
parable to conventional second stages 
on the market. This is ensured by the 100 
percent quality control testing of inhala- 
tion and exhalation characteristics. 

Maintenance is very simple: just rinse 
the A.|.R. Il thoroughly in fresh water after 
use, preferably while on the tank with the 
air on and dry prior to storing. There are 
no diver adjustable parts, adjustments 
should only be made by trained service 
personnel. Professional service at Scu- 
bapro or any authorized dealer is re- 
quired annually by the limited one-owner 
lifetime warranty. But, since this warranty 
covers practically all replacement parts 
(except mouthpiece and hose assembly), 
the cost should be limited primarily to la- 
bor—somewhere around $15. 

I've had the pleasure of using a new 
A.|.R. ll over the last three months on a 


few dozen dives: in both tropical and 
temperate waters; in crystal clear water 
and water laden with pumice; in open wa- 
ter, around sharp coral and in heavy kelp: 
and down to 120 feet. The A.I.R. Il per- 
formed admirably. Inflation and deflation 
of the BC was smooth, easy and precise. 
Clearing the flooded unit was also very 
easy. Surprisingly, and much to my plea- 
sure, inhalation and exhalation resis- 
tances seemed reasonably low—a little 
higher (but not much) than my. high per- 
formance reference regulator. In putting 
the A.I.R. Il through the same paces used 
in evaluating other regulators,.| noticed 
only two idiosyncracies: a slight water 
leakage when on my back, looking verti- 


cally up; and a weak squeek from time to 
time upon inhalation. Scubapro engi- 
neers indicated that the latter was owing 
to a little vibration in the first stage piston 
which was transmitted down the supply 
hose to the A.I.R. Il. This vibration doesn’t 
affect performance and is not apparent in 
all first stages. 

You can't put a price on life. Not that 
buying and using anA.I.R. || will automati- 
cally ensure safe diving, nor the saving of 
lives, but | really believe that at a sug- 
gested retail price of $195, it is certainly 
well worth the peace of mind it brings in 
knowing that you've taken a big step to- 
ward safer diving. And, someday, you 
may just really need it. =.

When we arrived at Blue Caverns | 
found suiting up, even in the hot sun, 
easy. The nylon lining and stretchy neo- 
prene allow the Explorer to slip on easily. 
Most of our test suits are off the rack 
models as was this BlueWater. The four- 
way stretch neoprene, however, made it 
fit as if it were made for me. 

Giant striding off the side of the Dou- 
bloon, | found the reports of tropical- 
warmth water to be the unadulterated 
truth. Down to 40 feet | was almost too 
warm. If | were going to be doing a lot of 
diving at that depth | would have used on- 
ly the farmer janes and a long sleeved I- 
shirt. The thermocline at 40 feet, how- 
ever, where the temperature dropped 
about ten degrees, made me glad | had 
worn the jacket. 

When a wetsuit fits well, as this one 
did, water exchange inside it is minimized 
and the wearer stays warmer. | spent 43 
minutes in the water, traveling up and 
down between 20 and 60 feet, without 
getting chilled. 

The cut and design of the BlueWater 
Explorer allow ease of movement. There 
is a gusset at the crotch and the arms are 
attached to the jacket in a special way. 
The suit is made with as few seams as 
possible. There are none on the backs of 
the legs or the insides of the elbows, 
areas | find especially sensitive. 

The BlueWater Explorer is available in 
men’s and women’s models in 1/8, 3/16 
and 1/4 inch neoprene. You can get it-as 
a jumpsuit and as a custom suit as well. 
It comes in a variety of color combina- 
tions including: royal/silver, navy/royal, 
red/silver, yellow/royal, silver/navy and 
black/royal. Prices range from $109 to 
$295 (custom suits are more). BlueWater 
also makes such Explorer accessories as 
hooded vests, coldwater hoods, mitts, 
gloves and boots.

AUTO-MARINE 





he big news in the photo industry to- 

day is the incredible popularity of the 
autofocus 35 mm camera. Most models 
feature automatic exposure and focus, 
built-in flash, self-timers, motorized film 
advance and rewind and very sharp 35 
mm lenses. The film is generally auto- 
loaded. With the earlier models, about the 
only thing the photographer could do 
wrong was to shoot the picture with the 
lens cap on. With many cameras today, 
even that mistake is impossible owing to 
built-in lens caps which prevent shooting 
while in place. And, the strobes even pop 
up automatically in low light. For the gen- 
eral consumer, and even as a convenient 
back-up for the professional photogra- 
pher, these little cameras are great. And 
now there are even housings for them so 
they can shoot underwater. 

The Auto-Marine housing is manufac- 
tured in Japan and imported into the Unit- 
ed States by Helix. Rather than one mold 
which is used for several different cam- 
eras. according to control placement, 
there are different housings for different 
types of autofocus cameras. Helix sells 
housings for four of the most popular: the 
Canon Sure-shot and the new Sure-shot 
M2, the Nikon L35AF, the Minolta AF-SV 
and the Pentax PL35AF. Note, however, 
that use of the Pentax requires the option- 
al power winder as the housing has no 
provision for manual film advance. With 
the other cameras the autowind is built-in. 

The housing itself is ingenious in its 
simplicity. It is little more than a plexiglass 
box with molded rubber handgrips on 
both sides. There is a control for the shut- 
ter release and that is all. The camera is 
inserted through a hinged door on the 
side of the housing which is O-ring 


_g sealed and secured by means of a posi- 


tive latch. The camera slips into the hous- 
ing smoothly and is held in position by 
two rubber mats. The flash is switched on 
before the camera is inserted. Once 
properly seated in the housing, the auto- 
focus camera may be taken underwater 
to a depth of 120 feet. 











Reliable And Inexpensive U/W Housing 


For The Autofocus Cameras 
BY STEPHEN FRINK 


Autofocus is not of great utility under- 
water. Most autofocus devices involve in- 
frared light rays which may be misled by 
the density of the water when sub- 
merged. However, the autofocus will 
work through the walls of the housing, 
which makes it ideal for work in adverse 
weather conditions topside. In order to 
use the housing in the autofocus mode 
topside and the nonautofocus underwa- 
ter requires the use of an infrared regula- 
tor on the housing. Don't be fooled by the 
high-tech nomenclature. The IR regulator 
is merely a rectangular block of alumi- 
num with a central pivot so that in the 
open position the auto sensor is function- 
al and in the closed position the camera 
is fooled into reading minimum focus. 

The camera we used for the test series 
was the Nikon L35AF, recommended by 
Helix because of its fine optics. With ISO 
100 film and the IR regulator in place, we 
found the zone of sharp focus to extend 
from about 2-10 feet. We always used the 
strobe since all tests were done between 
30 and 60 feet in depth and it was neces- 
Sary to use artificial light to restore color. 
It seems logical that in depths less than 
15 feet the strobe may not be necessary 
and faster films might allow even greater 
depth of field. Our best photos were ob- 
tained when shooting no more than four 
feet from the subject for maximum resolu- 
tion and color. 

The camera/housing combination han- 
dles extremely well in the water. It is 


slightly buoyant and the built-in wrist lan- 
yard keeps it secure but out of the way 
when not in use. The viewfinders on 
these cameras are not overly large, but 
with a low profile facemask it is not diffi- 
cult to see the entire frame. With the auto- 
focus override in place it is no longer 
necessary to position the primary subject 
in the focusing circle engraved in the 
viewfinder, so there is no need to place 
every fish in the center of the frame. 
Should the camera be used topside as an 
autofocus, the primary subject should be 
placed within the focus indicator. 

These cameras seem to be relatively 
rugged. |’ve found the true test of an U/W 
camera’s dependability is whether it will 
survive use in a camera rental program 
and so far the units |’ve placed in rental 
are doing fine. 

For the person who wants the quality 
and convenience of the autofocus 35 mm 
for topside use, combined with a very 
well-conceived housing for underwater 
use, the Auto-Marine is a logical choice. 
Helix sells the housings separately or 
offers a very attractive package deal on 
the camera and housing together. The Ni- 
kon L35AF with the housing, for example, 
is $199, other cameras and housings are 
slightly less.

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Time/Depth Monitor In A 
Compact Package

he DataMax from Oceanic combines two vital instruments, 

a depth gauge and a dive timer, in one neat package. Short 
of a computer with audio warnings to latch your seatbelt, this 
package displays all the information you need, regarding depth 
and dive time, for calculating decompression and no decom- 
pression dives as specified in the U.S. Navy dive tables. The 
DataMax shows both present depth and maximum depth on an 
analog display to 200 feet. The depth scale is color coded, with 
red accents at 10, 20 and 30 feet and a red band for depths 
below 130 feet. The markings on the gauge are arranged so 
there is more space between numbers at shallower depths for 
more accurate readings where it's most important. (Pressure 
changes more rapidly per foot of depth in shallower water.) 
The gauge face is luminous yellow/green for easy reading in 
low light. The maximum depth needle is pushed forward by the 
present depth indicator needle. When the diver ascends and 
the present depth indicator retreats toward zero, the maximum 
depth needle remains at the farthest point reached on the 
scale. It will stay there until manually returned to zero after the 
dive. This is accomplished by turning a slotted screw-head in 
the center of the gauge face. There is just enough resistance 
in the needle to prevent it being turned back accidentally, yet 
a coin, knife edge or zipper tab will turn it easily. 

The depth gauge mechanism utilizes a steel plate diaphragm 
and rack and pinion drive in an air chamber (no oil). Oceanic 
rates the gauge as accurate to + two percent at 100 feet. 

All time functions in the DataMax are shown in a digital LCD 
display window at the bottom of the gauge face. The first three 
digits from the left indicate the time spent on the present dive 
or, if on the surface, the time spent on the last dive (0:00-9:59). 
The central digit, which is slightly smaller than the others, indi- 
cates the number of the dive (1-9). The last three or four digits

show the current surface interval. A window display of 1:03 2 
10:59 indicates that one hour and three minutes were spent on 
the second dive of the day and that ten hours and 59 minutes 
were spent on the surface since that dive. Before you enter the 
water on your first dive the display window is blank. Upon 
reaching a depth of seven feet the timer activates, showing 
dive number one and begins counting bottom time. When you 
ascend to less than seven feet the bottom time is frozen and 
the surface interval timer begins counting. If you stay on the 
surface less than ten minutes and then descend past seven 
feet the timer adds this to your previous dive and counts the 
two dives as one. If you remain on the surface for more than 
ten minutes the next descent will be considered as a new dive. 

Between dives the last bottom time will remain on the display 
and the surface interval timer will continue counting until it 
reaches 12 hours or you make another dive. At 12 hours of sur- 
face interval the window goes blank and the timer turns itself 
off to save power. The beauty of this system is that you could 
forget to check either your depth gauge or your bottom time 
and one hour or 11 hours after surfacing you could look at your 
DataMax and have all the information necessary for calculating 
your repetitive dive group on your U.S. Navy-based dive ta- 
bles. However, the DataMax is no substitute for careful dive 
technique. You still need to monitor your depth and time occa- 
sionally to prevent exceeding the no decompression limits. 

The DataMax timing microprocessor is powered by a three 
volt silver oxide cell and will provide 6,300 hours of continuous 
use. Divided by an average of 20 hours per diving day (remem- 
ber: the surface interval will run to 12 hours after your last dive) 
this translates to 315 diving days. If unused the power cell has 
a shelf life of five years. The battery must be replaced at the 
Oceanic factory. 


Dive time is shown in left window (1:03) and the dive num- 
ber in the center (1). Right window is blank during dive. 
Note: 1:03 equals one hour: three minutes (i.e., 63 minutes). 


After surfacing, the bottom time and number of the dive 
remain displayed. The surface interval time is displayed at 
the far right (10:59 equals ten hours: 59 minutes). 





At the beginning of the second dive the surface interval 
goes blank and the dive time begins counting from zero. 
Here, 69 minutes have elapsed on the second dive. 


The timer and depth gauge are encased in a domed polycar- 
bonate housing, the front of which magnifies the gauge face. 
This module, alone, retails for $142 and will fit in most instru- 
met consoles. The module also comes in a rubber wrist mount- 
ing for $152. This cushions and protects the module and lets 
you put the DataMax on your wrist where it can easily be read. 
The module is also available in a console with the Oceanic sub- 
mersible pressure gauge ($225) and in the Navigator console 
with the SPG and a compass ($277). 

The DataMax worked flawlessly on our test dives and seems 
built to last. However, it should be kept away from harsh chemi- 
cals, including petroleum products, and should not be left in di- 
rect sunlight. It comes with a two year, one Owner warranty. 

The DataMax is an idea whose time has come. For tracking 
your dives accurately and for remembering when you forget, 
it is a reliable friend. See one at your Oceanic dealer. > 
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ver the years divers have come to re-

the UDT/Mark Il. This model is smaller 
than the original UDT (24 versus 30 mm 
across the crystal). No longer are male 
divers limited to the traditional oversize 
watch nor are women limited to smaller 
watches whose size prohibits the combi- 
nation of digital and analog functions. 
Like the original UDT, the UDT/Mark lI 
has a quartz movement; analog display 
for the time of day; digital LCD display for 
alternate time zone (military), stopwatch 
and date; mineral crystal; one-way rat- 
cheted bezel; screw down crown; and 
stainless steel case. The Mark Il comes 
with gold electroplate or stainless finish, 
with matching bracelet or nylon strap. 
The version featured in this article is 
the Champagne UDT/Mark Il. This is the 
gold plated model (20 microns of gold) 
and is the more elegant version. The only 
differences between the Champagne 
Mark Il and the Champagne UDT are size 


and some minor cosmetics such as white 
versus gold hands. 

The Champagne Mark || has only a little 
more weight and bulk than a designer 
dress watch, but is still easy to see un- 
derwater. Its luminous hands and hour 
marks are visible in very dim light. Rather 
than pressing a button to light up the LCD 
screen, the diver only has to glance at the 
watch face to see how much time has 
elapsed during the dive. 

The Champagne Mark Il is not only 
sized to double as a dress watch, it looks 
the part as well. Obviously, the gold finish 
gives it a touch of class matched by few 
diver's watches and the slim styling and 
gold face, accented by the dark gray 
bezel, put it in the designer category. 

The UDT Mark II still says the owner is 
a diver. It is designed to be rugged and 
reliable as well as attractive. You only 
have to rotate the one way bezel and feel 
the precise click stops to sense this. Both 
the screw down crown and stopwatch 
button are protected by built up should- 
ers on the case. The alternate time zone 
button won't alter dive time being tracked 
on the digital display if pressed acciden- 
tally. Just press it again to bring up the 
dive time, without losing a second. 

The Champagne UDT/Mark Il is pres- 
sure tested to 20 atmospheres (627 feet) 
and accurate within + 60 seconds a 
year. It comes with a five year warranty. 

With the gold plated bracelet the 
Champagne UDT/Mark II (model 3409) 
retails for $585. (The bracelet has a spe- 
cial double lock clasp which prevents it 
from opening accidentally if bumped or 
caught on something.) With the black ny- 
lon strap (model 3408) it’s $475. The

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he explosion was deadly, but life giv- 
ing. | had made the unfortunate error 
of reaching below deck for a second 
camera at the precise moment the old 
ship died. The concussion of 400 pounds 
of explosives, a half mile away, slammed 
against our hull. My ears rang. Fire, 
mixed with steamy, gray, billowing 
smoke, shot above the freighter.

simply driving a few miles. Miami has a 
metropolitan flair and casual ambience at 
the same time. She has class and pride. 

Television jingles constantly inspire her 
citizens. ‘‘Miami's for Me!” “Miami, it's 
my Miami.’’ You hear it, you see it, doz- 
ens of times daily. The slogans tout, *'Mi- 
ami, see it like a native!’’ And you should. 

Sitting between the ocean and the Ev- 
erglades, Miami has tall glass buildings 
lining her bays and tall palms lining her 
avenues. She has an ultramodern over- 
head mass transit system, Metrorail, that 
speeds residents and tourists from down- 


town to chic suburban shopping malls. 
Miami is a showcase of the Americas, a 
gateway to the Caribbean or South Amer- 
ica: A city where you are as likely to hear 
Spanish or French Creole as English. 
Miami is home to attractions such as 
Planet Ocean, home of the International 
Oceanographic Foundation and all. sorts 
of ocean related displays; the Sea- 
quarium, with its whale and dolphin 
shows; Parrot Jungle; Monkey Jungle; 
Coral Castle; a planetarium; Fairchild 
Tropical Gardens; and Vizcaya Palace 
and Gardens.

able absence is that of the massive 
branching corals, such as elkhorn and 
the bulky mounding corals such as star. 

Between Miami and Homestead there 
are several reefs similar to those found in 
the middie Keys. Pacific, Ajax, Long, 
Triumph, Star, Fowey and Emerald all 
begin very shallow. Some support excel- 
lent populations of colorful and tasty 
conch on their grass flats. Lobster are 
frequently found in depths ranging from 
10 to 60 feet.

a federally protected underwater sanctu- 
ary can net a hefty fine. 

But the big attractions to Miami are not 
these shallow corals or their inhabitants. 
They are the nearly intact freighters, tugs 
and other wrecks that are so common 
here. Some are already encrusted, oth- 
ers are just beginning to become cov- 
ered with wavy, deep water gorgonians 
and spiny oysters. 

The Deep Freeze and Almirante, two 
of the oldest and deepest wrecks, are al- 
most completely overgrown. When a light 


‘is shined on their hulls hues of red, or- 


ange and yellow shoot back. Masses of 
jacks and snapper cruise their decks and 
inside their empty cargo holds. 

One of the most popular and frequently 
dived wrecks, the tug Orion looks as if it 
were created to be a photographer's vi- 
sion. Her smoke stack, decks and wheel- 
house are totally alive with moving clouds 
of fish. Inside her engine room the giant 
diesels that once pushed large ships 
through nearby ports sit forever silent. _

atalina’s underwater park has a tre- 

mendous amount to offer both new 
and experienced divers. There are easy 
entries off the seawall and no long sur- 
face swims. The clear water, with visibility 
normally about 50 feet but ranging from 
30 to 100 feet, lends itself to sightseeing 
and underwater photography. There is a 
great deal to see including marine life, 
wrecks, kelp forests and underwater cliffs 
and pinnacles. A special convenience is 
the mobile air station. 

One begins this dive trip in either Long 
Beach or San Pedro, catching a ferry to 
Santa Catalina Island. After a two hour 
cruise you arrive in the city of Avalon. As 
you enter Avalon Bay you see the large 
white Casino with its red roof on the op- 
posite side of the bay from the ferry 
docks. The Casino marks Casino Point, 
the location of the underwater park. This 
is marked and roped off to keep boat traf- 
fic out of the area. 

As you slip off the seawall into the cool, 
clear water, you are are almost immedi- 
ately ten feet deep. The clarity of the wa- 
ter and the abundance of marine life are 
astounding. The fish commonly seen in 
the park include garibaldi, calico bass, 
sheephead, several species of rockfish, 
blacksmith and the beautiful Catalina go- 
by. Probing into the rock crags in the 
area of the cliffs and pinnacles you will of- 
ten uncover a moray eel, a lobster, an oc- 
topus or a horn shark. Around June, div- 
ers get the special treat of seeing the 
sleek and graceful leopard sharks which 
visit the park. 

If the vast array of marine life is not 
enough to keep you busy there are sever- 
al small wrecks which are interesting and 
also make excellent photographic sub- 
jects or backgrounds. The most interest- 
ing is the 60 foot schooner, Sujack. The 
stern lies in 65 feet and the bow in 100 
feet of water. Divers often enter the cabin, 
however, great care should be exercised 
since the wood has deteriorated. From 
the outside, the Sujack is still quite inter- 
esting and the excellent water visibility fa- 
cilitates U/W photography. 

Catalina Divers Supply has made re- 
petitive dives easy for divers with its mo- 
bile air station. The air truck is at the point 
every weekend during the summer al- 
though it is not always there during the 
winter months. If the air truck is not there, 
Catalina Divers Supply has a small shop 
on the pleasure pier which lies midway 
betwen the ferry dock and Casino Point. 

The diving in Catalina’s underwater 
park is fun, easy and exciting. >

The moray eels, family Muraenidae, are much 
maligned, but they are hardly as ferocious as they 
are made out to be. In fact, they may be rather 
bashful. Much of their undeserved reputation has 
to do with the fact that as the eel breathes, its 
mouth opens and closes regularly to reveal numer- 
ous sharp teeth. The eel is actually quite shy and 
remains hidden in the crevices of the reef by day, 
venturing out to feed only at night. [_] The 
Muraenidae is included in 
the order Anguilliformes 
(the true eels), and members 
of the family are found in 
rock and reef areas around 
the world. The rhino moray, 
also commonly called blue 
ribbon eel, is found in the 
central and western Pacific 
Ocean. [ ]‘“Rhino’’. comes 
from the Greek, meaning file or rasp, and refers to 
the tough skin of the eel, which is leathery and 
scaleless. The alternate common name, blue rib- 
bon eel, is a more descriptive title, since this is a 
brightly colored, ribbon-like eel that, because of 
its unusual coloration, is a popular aquarium fish. 
The body is bright blue in front, gradually becom- 
ing darker to black at the tail. The dorsal fin, snout, 
lower jaw and gill opening are yellow and the anal 
fin is black with a white margin. [_] Among the 
most distinctive physical characteristics of the rhi- 
no moray, however, are the filamentous append- 





ages that extend from the tips of both jaws and the 
tubes of the nostrils. Those extending from the 
jaws are barbel-like, while those on the nostrils are 
like thin foliage. Like all muraenids, the rhino mor- 
ay has no pectoral or ventral fins and the dorsal 
and anal fins continue around the extremity of the 
tail. [_] Pre-juvenile morays undergo a pelagic lar- 
val period called the leptocephalus stage, when 
they are transparent, ribbon-like forms that float in 
the open ocean currents. As 
the leptocephali grow, they 
become proportionately 
shorter and thicker and their 
transparent bodies become 
opaque. When they look 
more like eels, they drop to 
the bottom and settle into a 
crevice in the reef where 
they grow into recognizable 
juveniles. The rhino moray grows to about three 
feet and, like other morays, lives in the crevices of 
the reef by day. At night it comes out of its hiding 
place to feed on fishes such as young snappers— 
and it also eats octopus, shrimps and other crusta- 
ceans. [_]Moray eels have a long history: The 
teeth of muraenids have been unearthed in a Pleis- 
tocene deposit estimated to be nearly two million 
years old, and the animals themselves live to a 
ripe old age. Two individual morays survived in an 
aquarium at Scripps Institution of Oceanography, 
La Jolla, for 27 years. »#

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panish Wells is very different. It's a 

guaint settlement, a 300 year old fish- 
ing village on a picturesque island barely 
a mile long. And, nestled among the fish- 
ermen's colorful homes is a small beach 
resort with a cordial atmosphere and fan- 
fastic food. 

Combine this tranquil, charming setting 
with a top-notch dive center and a staff of 
experienced divemasters and you've got 
the makings of a splendid scuba vaca- 
tion. Then, spice the mix with some 
unique diving experiences and you ve 
got a real winner. 

The settlement of Spanish Wells is on 
the tiny island of St. George’s Cay just off 
__ the northern tip of the island of Eleuthera. 

it is 50 miles northeast of Nassau and 
200 miles east of Miami. 
The name Spanish Wells dates back to 
the 16th century when the island was 
used as a source of fresh water for the 
Spanish fleets visiting the New World. 
_They drove pipes into the ground, drew 
out the fresh water and loaded it aboard 
_ Supply ships anchored in the natural har- 
_ bor. These ships then sailed out to ren- 
-_dezvous with treasure galleons. 
___ When the Spaniards first arrived, the 
island had another name. It was called 
Sigatoo by the Arawak indians inhabiting 
ne area. Uaforunetely. these @ orginal in

churches on the island. The men of the is- 
land are tough, hard working fishermen 
who go to sea for three weeks and return 
home for ten days at a time. They are 
considered the finest fishermen in the en- 
tire Caribbean. 

The main economy of the island is 
based on lobster fishing. During the sea- 
son, the fishermen bring in more than one 
million pounds of lobster tails which are 
processed in two packing plants on the 
island. Fishing for grouper, rock fish and 
Snapper supplements the lobster indus- 
try. Farming rounds out the industry by 
providing a rich selection of fresh lettuce, 
tomatoes, peas, bananas, oranges, avo- 
cadoes, etc. 

Spanish Wells is a self sufficient com- 
munity with an excellent supply of goods 
and services. Right on the island are two 
food markets, ten stores, five restaurants 
and three snack bars. Whether you run 
out of soap, film or suntan lotion, replace- 
ments are easily obtained. 

There is excellent telephone service on 
the island and good overseas connec- 
tions. Visitors can call the U.S. right from 
the hotel office, dive shop or bar. 


BEACH RESORT 

Spanish Wells Beach Resort is a small, 
informal beach hotel right at the water's 
edge on the north side of the island. It sits 
on 150 acres of beautifully landscaped 
grounds and is fronted by a one and one- 
half mile pure white sand beach. It is the 
ideal setting for a scuba resort. 

The facility consists of six family style 
beach cottages and a two story building 
containing 21 rooms. A small building in 
the center of this complex contains the 
dining room, bar, barbecue patio, hotel 
office and boutique. All of the rooms offer 


a marvelous view of the ocean and a 


gently cooling sea breeze. Scattered 
among the trees lining the beach are 
comfortable hammocks and lounges for 
an afternoon snooze. 

The cottages are equipped with ceiling 
fans, screened doors and windows and 
air conditioning if desired. Each cottage 
has two double beds and a full kitchen fa- 
cility. The hotel rooms are equipped with 
ceiling fans, plus oscillating fans. 

Manager Lil Campbell is a lovely, warm 
hearted lady who is known as “‘Aunt Lil’’ 
to most of her guests. She is an excep- 
tionally considerate lady who is always 
concerned with the comfort of her guests. 

Assistant manager Grover Moberly for- 
merly ran his own resort diving operation 
at South Ocean Beach Club in Nassau. 
He fully understands the needs and de- 
sires of visiting divers and has many in- 
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teresting diving tales to tell. Grover is also 
an expert chef and his kitchen staff turns 
out a steady stream of absolutely 
scrumptious meals all week long. It is one 
of the few hotels where you can order a 
lobster omelet for breakfast and have 
prime rib for dinner. 


DIVE CENTER 

One of the newest additions to the 
Beach Resort complex is the Spanish 
Wells Dive Center, a full service profes- 
sional operation for daily trips, scuba in- 
struction and underwater photo services. 
Designed by resort planner Dick Bat- 
chelder, the Dive Center is a separate, 
but affiliate member of the growing Span- 
ish Wells resort complex. 

A dive shop and an underwater photo 
lab are on the premises of the Beach Re- 
sort, adjacent to the hotel's large movie 
auditorium. A second dive storage locker 
is dockside, across the street from the 
Harbor Club, at the dive boat pier. 

The Dive Center's inventory consists of 
two heavy duty air compressors (15 cfm 
each) and 130 scuba tanks. This resort 
has both steel and aluminum tanks. 

The dive boat fleet consists of four cus- 
tom built craft, including two 34 foot flat- 
tops, one 22 foot Aquasport and one 22 
foot Mako. The big flattops can carry 20 
divers each and are equipped with all of 
the professional dive boat accessories in- 
cluding freshwater dip tanks, camera 
equipment tables, extra wide boarding 
ladders, VHF radios and emergency oxy- 
gen. The smaller Aquasport and Mako 
will carry six divers each and can travel 
much faster than the bigger boats to 
more remote dive locations. 

The Dive Center is really a top-notch 
dive operation with very experienced 
divemasters who have been transplanted 
from other well Known dive resorts. For 
example, Stuart Cummings, the underwa- 
ter photo pro, formerly worked as a dive- 
master and underwater photographer at 
Rum Cay Dive Club. Clark McCaslin is a 
well Known divemaster and underwater 
photo instructor who spent many years at 
San Salvador. Beach Kawulia, the new- 
est addition to the Dive Center trio, is 
a former commercial diver who has 
worked on deep sea projects around the 
world. The three divemasters are all PADI 
and SSI certified instructors. 

In addition to regular daily dive trips, 
the Dive Center conducts resort scuba 
training classes for beginners. These 
courses last one to two days and include 
open water coral reef dives under the 
close supervision of a qualified instructor. 

The Dive Center’s daily routine con- 





sists of 9:30 am departure for a two tank 
dive. The afternoon departure is at 2:30 
pm for a one tank dive. Night dives on 
Wednesdays depart at 8:00 pm. At least 
one or two days per week the dive- 
masters organize an all day, three tank 
trip to some of the more distant reef loca- 
tions. This trip also departs at 9:30 am. 


DIVE SITES 
Spanish Wells is ideally situated for 
diving on both the east and west sides of 
North Eleuthera. No matter which way the 
wind is blowing, the divemasters can find 
calm water on the lee side of almost a

dozen islands which lie just offshore. In 
addition, Spanish Wells offers several ex- 
traordinary diving experiences which 
cannot be duplicated anywhere else in 
the Bahamas. 


CURRENT CUT AREA 
Current Cut is a spectacular drift dive 
and possibly the wildest scuba experi- 
ence in the Bahamas. The cut is a narrow 
pass between the tip of North Eleuthera 
and nearby Current Island. This passage 
is perhaps 200 feet wide, a quarter mile 


‘long and has an average depth of 30 feet. 


It is through this that millions of gallons of 
ocean must pass with the tidal flow. At 
peak tide, the water rushes through the 
cut at an estimated 7-10 knots. 

Divers enjoy the ride of a lifetime 
drifting through the cut with the tide. Sev- 
en knots may not sound like much, but 
the drift feels like you are Zipping across 
the bottom at 70 mph with facemask or 
fins barely inches from the coral. The ex- 
perience can be described as a combina- 
tion sky dive and roller coaster ride. 

The bottom of the channel is sculptured 
with dozens of giant size potholes which 
have been carved out of the coral rock by 
the swiftly flowing water. Some of these 
are 10 to 30 feet in diameter and reach 
a depth of 50 feet. As divers flow with the 
tide, they are carried in and out of these 
potholes, swirling with the current. 





Yet, the exhilaration of the swift moving 
drift dive is only half of the experience. 
The mind boggling array of concentrated 
fish life is almost more than one can 
imagine. It seems as though every fish in 
the Bahamas has decided to take up resi- 
dence in the Current Cut. 

Your first impression is that the cut has 
at least two groupers behind every rock 
and in every pothole. Just about the time 
you start counting groupers, a huge 
school of horse-eye jacks sweeps by and 
obscures your view of the bottom. As you 
turn to look behind, you suddenly discov- 
er a large barracuda has been drifting the 





gether and immediately descends to the 
bottom. Each diver carefully notes the be- 
ginning time of his/her dive and remains 
underwater precisely ten minutes. Every- 
one sticks together in a tight formation, 
descending and ascending together. 
Meanwhile, the dive boat has proceeded 
to the pickup area. 

A total of three drift dives are made in 
the cut. The first is a pass along the left 
side of the channel, the second is straight 
down the middle and the third is a pass 
along the opposite side. Most divers can 
make all three drift dives on a single tank. 

About one mile west of Current Cut is

cut right along with you. Your next en- 
counter may be a small school of spade- 
fish, but this sight is soon forgotten as 
you encounter the large and graceful ea- 
gle rays cruising the channel. In the cen- 
ter of the cut, you encounter a large pot- 
hole occupied by three or four small 
sharks, very possibly gray reef sharks or 
duskies. Along the way you may also 
spot a hole filled with lobsters, several 
moray eels and queen triggerfish. 

This entire visual experience takes 
place in ten minutes and you see more 
marine life on one dive than you might on 
a dozen wall dives. 

The divemasters at Spanish Wells have 
organized the Current Cut dive very care- 
fully and it is one of the safest drift dives 
| have experienced in a long time. Guests 
are given a thorough orientation prior to 
the dive and then are divided into small 
groups of six or less. Each group is es- 
corted by an experienced divemaster. 

The drift dive group makes its entry to-

Current Rock, a small islet marked by a 
navigation light. Just 200 yards south of 
the rock is a lush coral reef known as 
The Gardens. This site offers crystal 
clear blue water with a visibility of over 
100 feet. Depths range from 20 to 30 
feet, with some of the larger coral heads 
rising to within 10 feet of the surface. 

The bottom is a solid carpet of hard 
corals, with an occasional sand patch or 
small valley. The corals are festooned 
with tall swaying seawhips, elegant sea- 
plumes and many lovely seafans. Each 
coral head is loaded with Christmas tree 
worms, lavender featherdusters, banded 
coral shrimp and other macro critters. 

The divemasters have set up a fish 
feeding station and have already at- 
tracted a large community of eager ser- 
geant majors, yellowtail snapper, coneys, 
small grouper and other coral reef variet- 
ies. It is an ideal spot for using a 28 mm 
lens or close-up kit for fish portraits. 

Not far from The Gardens, there is a 


drop-off. This is a deep dive reserved for 
experts, as the top of the wall begins at 
70 feet and goes vertical at 110 feet. 


FREIGHTER WRECK AREA 

Still another spectacular dive, which 
can only be described as exceptionally 
unique, is the Freighter Wreck which 
lies a mile south of the outer tip of Egg I|s- 
land. This is a 260 foot steel freighter, sit- 
ting upright on a coral bar, with three 
quarters of the hull above water. 

The ship’s name is the Arimora. She 
was registered in Beirut, Lebanon and 
you can still read the lettering on her hull.

The great ship was carrying a cargo of 
fertilizer. Phosphate still leaks from 
cracks in the hull and can be seen under- 
water. The ship was wrecked in 1971. 
Apparently she caught fire at sea and 
was deliberately run aground in hopes of 
saving the hull. All 15 crew members got 
off the wreck safely, but the ship was 
never successfully refloated. 

Dive boats can pull right alongside the 
towering hull and anchor a few feet from 
the ship. There is always a lee side in 
which to anchor and diving depths aver- 
age 25 feet. 

What makes the Freighter Wreck so 
unique is the incredible array of macro 
life that lives in its shadow. There are liter- 
ally hundreds of different critters waiting 
to be discovered and photographed. For 
example, | photographed eight different 
species of shrimp including: banded cor- 
al, scarlet ladies, blue cleaner, golden, 
pistol, yucatanus and mantis. 

The bottom around the wreck is littered

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with pieces of steel plate, deck rigging, a 
winch, pieces of chain and pipe and oth- 
er debris. Each item makes a perfect 
nesting place for anemones, arrowcrabs, 
flame scallops, sea urchins, lettuce slugs 
and other tiny creatures. There must be 
50 different species of crabs, many of 
which l|’d never seen before. 

Growing on the starboard side of the 
hull, both at the bow and stern, is an unu- 
sual form of alcyonarian which has bright 
orange/yellow stalks and pure white 
flowering polyps. There are also many 
types of small sponges, leafy hydroids 
and other interesting marine life. 

In addition to the remarkable macro 
life, the Freighter Wreck is also a beacon 
for all types of fish. They congregate in 
great numbers and often exhibit odd be- 
havior. For example, the Freighter Wreck 
is the only place where I’ve witnessed 20 
to 30 schooling gray angelfish. Another 
odd sight is the vast number of small yel- 
low stingrays which congregate around 
the hull. | counted over 60 in one dive, 
spaced two to three feet apart. 

Tucked under the hull are schools of 


| grunt, small snapper, blackbar soldierfish 


and copper sweepers. Further out from 
the hull divers will see grazing parrotfish 
including: blue, midnight and green. 
There is one orange parrot which must 
weigh 60 pounds. 

Among the larger fish, the wreck plays 
host to a 150 pound jewfish, a five foot 
nurse shark and a six foot long southern 
stingray. The divemasters have tamed a 
black and white spotted moray which 
lives in a crevice near the winch. A five 
foot barracuda cruises close to the sur- 
face and curiously follows divers at a re- 
spectable distance. 

Less than a mile from the Freighter 
Wreck, there is a lovely dive site known 
as Lighthouse Reef. It lies off the west- 
ern tip of Egg Island and is marked by a 
navigation light. 

This site is coral reef with depths rang- 
ing from 40 to 60 feet. The area has a 
white sand bottom with coral heads 20 
feet or more high. These are covered with 
stony corals, seawhips, seafans and 
small sponges. It is an excellent location 
for both macro and fish photography. 

The tops of the coral heads are loaded 
with Christmas tree worms, arrowcrabs, 
purple featherdusters and even a few of 
the small blood red sponges. Along the 
sides of the coral heads and in the crev- 
ices, divers will find banded coral shrimp, 
blue cleaner shrimp, small anemones 
and an occasional lobster. 

As for fish life, the coral heads are in- 
habited by extremely friendly gray angel- 
fish which will take food from your hand. 
There are also several small barracuda 
who love to follow divers. Occasionally, a

loggerhead turtle can be found tucked up 
against the reef. Underwater visibility in 
this area can range from 70 to 100 feet. 
Lighthouse Reef Is often combined with a 
trip to the Freighter Wreck and is usually 
the first dive of the day. 

Meek’s Patch is perhaps the most ex- 
traordinary shallow reef dive in the Baha- 
mas. This site is on the south side of 
Meek’s Island, close to shore and in pro- 
tected waters. Diving depths range from 
5 to 10 feet. The bottom has a marvelous 
selection of lush gorgonians, small coral 
heads and tall seawhips. 

What makes Meek’s Patch so unusual 
is the abundance of macro critters and 
small fish life. The area is a breeding 
ground for Christmas tree worms. It is not 
unusual to find four or five on a single 
coral head—each a different color. Some 
of the Christmas trees at this site have 
rare color combinations not found on any 
other reef. 

In addition to the remarkable abun- 
dance of Christmas tree worms, Meek’s 
Patch offers a large selection of other 
macro creatures such as featherdusters, 
banded coral shrimp, anemone shrimp, 
flame scallops, arrowcrabs, flamingo 
tongue shells and miniature filefish. 

The other major attraction of Meek’s 
Patch is the unique fish life. Many are in 
their juvenile stage of development. The 
reef is loaded with teenage angelfish. 
which bear vertical stripes. There are 
many small pufferfish, trunkfish, cowfish 
and trumpetfish as well. This site also has 
flying gurnards and lizardfish. 

Meek’'s Patch is an ideal location for 
fish photography since most of the inha- 
bitants are quite tame and the shallow 
depth affords time for stalking subjects. 

Underwater visibility ranges from 30 to 
80 feet. Divers are cautioned to wear full 
wetsuits or protective clothing at this site 
because of the abundance of fire coral. 


TRAIN WRECK AREA 

The Train Wreck is perhaps the 
Strangest wreck in all of the Bahamas. 
Who would ever expect to find the wreck- 
age of a steel locomotive on a coral reef 
in the middle of the ocean? 

The wreck lies on Devil’s Backbone, a 
stretch of coral barrier reef which runs 
parallel to the coast of North Eleuthera. It 
is a half mile from shore and approxi- 
mately five miles east of Spanish Wells. 

The wreckage consists of three sets of 
solid steel locomotive wheels and axles, 
plus three wheel carriages. The heavy 
steel remnants lie in a sand/gravel bowl, 
60 feet in diameter and 15 feet deep. The 
bowl is surrounded by tall coral ridges 
which rise almost to the surface. Under- 
water visibility runs 30 to 60 feet and the 
water usually has a green cast. 








The Train Wreck appears to be a 4-6-0 
type steam engine built by Baldwin Loco- 
motive of Philadelphia in 1860 or so. It 
was on a barge being shipped from the 
U.S. to Cuba or Central America when it 
wrecked on the reef. The wheels are four 
feet in diameter and narrow gauge. 

In addition to the oddity of wreckage, 
the Train Wreck is also a major fish feed- 
ing station and the divemasters have 
done a splendid job of taming a unique 
collection of “‘pets.’’ Descending divers 
are immediately greeted by a very enthu- 
Siastic gray angelfish and a nervous flurry 
of yellow wrasse. The appearance of 
food (chopped conch) brings out a large 
red hind, a shy Nassau grouper and an 
extremely attentive coney. This congre- 
gation is soon joined by a beautiful queen 
triggerfish and a jolthead porgy. This in- 
teresting collection of animals seems 
content to dine together while underwater 
photographers busily take pictures. 

A mile west of the Train Wreck is an ex- 
cellent medium depth coral reef known 
as White Holes. It is marked by a large 
white sand patch which can be seen from 
the surface. Diving depths range from 40 
to 50 feet and the bottom profile consists 
of lush coral heads which rise 10 to 15 
feet from the sand floor. This spot is ideal 
for wide angle photography, as the coral 
heads present a number of interesting 
formations, overhangs and coral chan- 
nels. There is also quite a bit of large fish 
activity at this site, including tiger group- 
ers, barracuda, large angelfish and a 
school of horse-eye jacks. 

Closer to shore, near Ban Bay Beach, 
is another interesting site Known as The 
Caves. [his reef consists of massive cor- 
al heads which rise up from the sand bot- 
tom 20 to 25 feet, coming very close to 
the surface. The coral heads are honey- 
combed with small caves, tunnels and 
larger caverns. You can spend the entire 
dive exploring this labyrinth, swimming 
from room to room in the cave complex. 
Most of the cave areas are well lit by nat- 
ural sunlight which streams through a 
multitude of cracks and crevices. 

For the underwater photographer, The 
Caves provides another opportunity for 
unusual macro pictures. The sides of the 
coral heads are loaded with feather- 
dusters, banded coral shrimp and blue 
tip anemones. There is an abundance of 
a fairly rare anemone which is shamrock 
green in color. The reef is also inhabited 
by two types of lettuce slugs—a pale 
green variety and an iridescent blue type. 
Underwater visibility can range from 30 to 
100 feet, depending on the tides. 


TOPSIDE ACTIVITIES 

Spanish Wells is not limited to diving 
and good food. There are many things to 
do on off hours when the diving ts fin- 
ished. Most guests enjoy an afternoon of 
sightseeing and touring around the fish- 
ing village itself. The highlight is a visit to 
the lobster processing plant.

SAN DIEGO

n the early days of the Great War 

marauding U-boats were sent to Ameri- 
can shores by the German high com- 
mand to sink vessels, disrupt shipping 
and demoralize the citizenry. All three 
aims can be said to have been met. 

During the six months’ activity nearly 
100 vessels were sunk by gunfire, explo- 
sives and torpedoes, often within scant 
miles of territorial waters. One bold U- 
boat even lobbed shells onto New Eng- 
land beaches. Everything from wooden 
sailing schooners to steel hulled tankers 
and freighters to fishing smacks were 
sent to the bottom, along with their car- 
goes—and sometimes with their sailors. 

The U.S. Navy slowly—some say pon- 
derously—organized itself for a new of- 
fensive against the dreaded underwater 
juggernauts. Yet, after the reign of terror 
was over, every U-boat that had attacked 
American shipping had escaped across 
the Atlantic unscathed. In addition to the 
dismay this caused, they had left as call- 
ing cards pronged steel balls that would 
pop up for weeks and months after- 
wards—mines! 





The USS San Diego was on a routine 
coastal mission from the Portsmouth Na- 
vy Yard in New Hampshire, where she 
had undergone cleaning and repairs, to 
the port of New York. According to Mer- 
cantile Convoy instructions the armored 
cruiser was following a zigzag pattern in 
order to befuddle submarine command- 
ers and their target bearing transmitters. 
On this day special precautions were not 
enough to save the San Diego. While her 
Captain successfully avoided nasty Ger- 
man torpedoes his ship had the great 
misfortune to run straight into a mine left 
by the U-156 a month earlier.

At 11:05 am alarms were sounded in 
the port engine room where water was 
gushing into a hole so fast the warship 
tilted quickly to a ten degree list, from 
which she never returned. Three men 
died in that first instant—almost the only 
casualties on a vessel carrying more than 
1,100 officers and men. 

On the bridge, Captain H.H. Christie or- 
dered watertight bulkheads sealed and 
guns rolled out. The four, eight inch guns, 
in two turrets fore and aft, were useless 
for close range fighting. But the six inch 
and three inch guns were fired at any 
suspicious targets. There were several 
reports of periscopes and a dazzling ar- 
ray of gun flashes lit up the overcast sky 
as these phantoms were transfixed with 
shells. By that time, however, the U-156 
was over 1,000 miles away.

He vaulted up 
the 45 degree slant, climbed over the rail- 
ing onto the still dripping hull and walked 
along the freshly cleaned bottom as the 
ship turned under him, much as a log roll- 
er balances on a log. When he reached 
the bilge keel he surveyed his sinking 
ship to make sure he was the last to 
leave. Saluting his command, he jumped 
into the water without a life jacket and 
swam away.

By Six 
o'clock hydroplanes and sub chasers 
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were cruising the area dropping depth 
charges on suspected targets. Some of 
these were placed right where escaping 
air seemed to signal the presence of a 
submarine—but it was the San Diego, 
which now suffered the ignominy of being 
further damaged by her own forces. 
The next day the Navy sent divers to 
the wreck site to ascertain whether it was 
possible to salvage the San Diego. They 
found the ship bottom up, resting on the 
superstructure and smoke stacks, and 





with the keel at the bow only 36 feet be- 
low the surface. 

A week later two divers from the Marritt 
and Chapman Derrick and Wrecking 
Company were hired to do a more exten- 
sive survey. By this time the bridgeworks 
had collapsed and the tops of the turrets 
were touching the sand. On the hull thou- 
sands of rivets had been shaken loose 
and seams were torn apart so the ship 
was no longer watertight. Some of the 
guns had slipped out of their mounts; oth- 
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ers had disappeared altogether. There 
was a gaping hole in the engine room. 
And to make matters worse, there were 
live depth charges all over the ocean— 
even on the hull alongside the starboard 
boiler room—making it dangerous. 

When the divers reported this exten- 
sive damage the Navy decided to aban- 
don the idea of salvage. The ship was 
just too old. She had been built in an era 
when marine construction was suffering 
the doldrums of peace time progress. 
Now, after the vicissitudes of advanced 
designs resulting from the war, the San 
Diego was hopelessly outdated. At 15 
knots she was too slow; her eight inch 
guns were greatly outclassed; her six 
inch armament, too light. 

Launched in 1904, and commissioned 
in 1907 as the USS California, she had 
been smart enough to sail around the 
world during the time of Teddy Roosevelt 
and his Great White Fleet, and to serve as 
a flagship with plush admiral’s quarters. 
When her name was passed on to a new 
class of battleship in 1914, and the ACR- 
6 became the San Diego, it was the first 
hint she was no longer capable of main- 
taining her previous status. Despite an 
extensive refit, she was no match for the 
giant battleships of the German navy. 

The San Diego was officially struck 
from the Naval Vessel Register in August, 
with no further action forthcoming. Even 
her guns were considered not worth sal-

vaging. So a vast supply of equipment, 
Stores, munitions and the personal ef- 
fects of over 1,000 men were consigned 
to the sea to be forgotten. A museum was 
in the making. 

But, this was not a very suitable place 
to store antiques. Almost immediately the 
ship began settling. When divers were 
sent to her grave site several months 
later—to determine whether or not she 
served as an obstruction to navigation, 
and must therefore be blown apart—they 
found she had settled even deeper in the 
sand. The superstructure on which the 
hull was resting was not designed to with- 
stand the massive weight of the 13,900 
ton ship. It was slowly being crushed. 
And, as currents whipped around the 
wreck, washouts were causing it to sink 
deeper, much like one’s feet sink into the 
sand while standing in the surf. The Navy 
elected to let nature take its course. 

Three years went by, during which time 
the only significant occurrence to the 
wreck was the removal of its navigational 
hazard buoy. Then, in 1921, the Navy re- 
ceived a letter from the Saliger Ship Sal- 
vage Corporation, asking permission to 
try a new cradling system for salvaging 
the entire hull intact. 

Despite the obvious value of the San 
Diego (3,000 tons of coal on board at the 
time of sinking, $225,000 worth of muni- 
tions, $30,000 worth of clothing and 
$6,000 ships’ stores from the canteen— 
an astute paymaster had gotten most of 
the cash off board—the Navy had no ob- 
jection. The worth of the hull itself was 
measured in terms of scrap iron. With a 
minimum of red tape permission was 
granted, the only condition being that no 
expense or liability be incurred by the 
government. 

The Saliger Corporation never went 
through with its plans. The San Diego 
was forgotten for 36 years. 

In 1957, with very little fanfare, salvage 
rights were sold again, this time to Maxter 
Metals for the sum of $1,221. What their 
purpose may have been is lost in time. A 
recent query sent to the company was re- 
turned with a brief commentary: They — 
have long since relinquished their claim, 
and there is no one now in the company 
who knows or remembers anything about 
it. It can be presumed, however, that they 
intended to blow up the wreck and sal- 
vage the hull plates for their scrap value. 

Before the slow process of salvage 
was undertaken by Maxter Metals, the 
San Diego was brought to the public eye 
along with the formation of the American 
Littoral Society in 1961. As one of their 
first platforms in aid of the ecology of the 
sea they raised an outcry against having 
the ship obliterated. 

Paul Tzimoulis, as chairman of the Un- 
derwater Preserves Committee, waged a 








campaign to have the wreck set aside as 
an underwater marine sanctuary. Articles 
appeared in Life, SKIN DIVER, the New 
York Times, and the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Littoral Society. ‘Save the San Die- 
go’ buttons were sold and the money 
used as donations to the cause. Letters 
of protest were sent to the Navy. 

After two years the goal was achieved. 
The Navy agreed that the San Diego 
should not be destroyed. 

Over the years there has been a suc- 
cession of surreptitious—if not exactly un- 
authorized—small salvage attempts. 
Somewhere along the line three, six inch 
guns, two, three inch guns, and one pro- 
peller have disappeared. These were 
probably taken for a quick profit and no 
taxes. Understandably, there are no rec- 
ords of these exploits. 

But there is one cut-throat adventure 
that occurred in 1974 about which there 
is a wealth of word-of-mouth information, 
and which is an interesting sidelight in the 
saga of the San Diego. Although it never 
reached the newspapers or magazines, 
the remaining propeller was the center of 
this controversy. 

The worth of 20,000 pounds of marine 
bronze is more than enough to stimulate 
what in business etiquette is politely 
called competition. In social terminology 
this is called greed. 

A group of salvagers had severed the 
propeller shaft with explosives, tied ca- 
bles to it and attempted to haul it onto a 
barge with a huge crane. All was going 
well until the ten ton mass was winched 
out of the water. Because of the ocean 
swells it started swinging dangerously. 
Before the beleaguered crew knew what 
was happening the three bladed prop de- 
scribed an arc and smashed its weight in- 
to the stern of the crane barge, stoving in 
some planks. 

While the damage was being as- 
sessed, and to avoid further harm, it was 


decided to set the propeller back in the | 


water. But the cables jammed and it 
could not be lowered. Meanwhile, the 
barge was taking on water faster than the 
pumps could get rid of it. The rupture in 
the wooden hull was too large to be re- 
paired; the waterflow into the barge could 
not be stemmed. 

The men were barely able to escape 
before the barge flipped over and was 
pulled under the waves by the bronze 
weight. With it went a cargo of compres- 
sors, welding cables, diving equipment 
and a shark cage. It came to rest on the 
boom, with the end of the barge protrud- 
ing several feet out of the water. 

To add insult to injury, while the com- 
pany was recovering from its losses a ri- 
val outfit, hearing of their demise, decid- 
ed to take advantage of the work they 
had done. They dashed out there in their 
own boat, cut the cables that still con- 
nected the propeller to the sunken barge 
and raised the prize themselves. 

The propeller was duly sold for scrap 


and the owner realized a quick and easy

profit without having to do any of the ar- 
duous work. However, eventually he got 
into trouble with so many people that he 
was forced to take his boat and leave the 
country. Even the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice was after him—for income tax eva- 
sion. While his boat was docked in the 
Carribean some of the locals who had 
been cheated by him cut up the cabin 
and decks with chain saws and sank it. 

While commercial salvage companies 
might not have had anything in mind oth- 
er than making money, the ‘60s brought 
with it a new breed of underwater adven- 
turer: The wreck diver. These are sport 
divers, using scuba, who are interested 
not only in the sea life that surrounds a 
shipwreck, but in the history and circum- 
stances of the sinking and the excitement 
of exploration for its own sake. 

Today the San Diego lies in 110 feet of 
water some eight miles south of Fire Is- 
land. The hull, which comes to within 65 
feet of the surface, is daintily clad with a 
thin layer of coral, barnacles and beauti- 
fully flowering anemones. It is a refuge for 
bergalls, black sea bass and tautog. In- 
side live crabs, lobsters, searavens and 
the ever present ocean pouts. 

While the hull is virtually intact it is not 
impenetrable. The hole created by the 
German mine has rusted back until it is 8 
feet high and 20 feet long, allowing easy 
entry into the engine room. The depth 
charge spotted by the Merrick and Chap- 
man divers must have exploded and 
caused the gaping hole that exposes the 
boiler rooms. Structural collapse made a 
sizeable opening by the small arms room 
in the stern. And the gunports offer a 
wide variety of doorways into the maze of 
the interior gun deck—if one is adventur- 
ous enough to explore there. 

Lately, the deterioration of the wreck 
has been accelerated. In the past decade 
| have seen hull plates, whose rivets were 
loosened by that explosion 66 years ago, 
begin to fall off. 

The interior of the San Diego is no 
longer recognizable as a ship. Partitions 
have collapsed, bulkheads have been 
Stripped away, decks have rusted 
through. Debris has piled up until it looks 
like a giant junkyard full of broken and 
obscure parts. 

Amid this disarray of decayed wreck- 
age, of silt and swirling sand, of black, 
unctuous mud, of twisted and chaotic 
wires, cables and conduits, of rotting 
Steel, and in the realm of utter darkness, 
lie the remnants of an entire ship’s stores, 
those now priceless mementoes of Naval 
architecture, and the vestiges of a hastily 
abandoning crew's possessions. The 
San Diego is a time machine: a shorteut 
to 1918, a slice of Americana. >

FLORIDA MANATEES 


‘If those people who share manatee 
habitats don't provide their manatees 
with adequate protection, the state and 
federal governments will have to take 
over,’ said Jane Packard. She is head of 
a team of experts trying to save the 100- 
150 manatees that seek haven in the 
warm springs of Crystal River, FL. 

‘If people with power boats would stay 
out of areas where manatees congre- 
gate,’ said Richard Hamann, a UF law 
professor who was a consultant on the 
team, “if people would stop building 
houses in swamps, if people would re- 
frain from dumping their sewage into the 
waters that manatees live in, then people 
and manatees would get along fine.’ 

The idea behind the Crystal River proj- 
ect, paid for by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Marine Mammal Com- 
mission, was to prepare a model for de- 
veloping plans for other regions in the 
state. Manatees living in the Crystal River 
area were picked for the pilot study be- 
cause they've been studied more exten- 
sively than elsewhere. And Crystal River 
is one of the few places where the habitat 
is largely undisturbed and where devel- 
opment can still be guided. »#

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SOMERS HONORED

IRONCLAD EXPLORED 

The CSS Georgia, a Civil War ironclad 
scuttled in 1864 in the Savannah River to

Desiccant capsules or any other for- 
eign matter inside a scuba cylinder can 
be hazardous to a diver’s health. Not only 
might the foreign object block the valve 
stem, but the capsule contents, if mixed 
with water in the cylinder, could end up 
as a fine coating on the diver’s lungs. 

These examples demonstrate the need 
for regular cylinder visual inspections by 
qualified persons. Modern visual inspec- 
tor training is available to the public. 
Classes are now scheduled for San Die- 
go (November 1) and Las Vegas (DEMA, |

CLAM BRAINS/HEART 
MEDICINE 


A University of Florida researcher has 
discovered a substance in clam brains 
that works like nature’s own heart medi- 
cine, but it’s much too early to say wheth- 
er a similar substance can be found in the 
human brain. ‘By putting this chemical 
on the clam’s heart, you can excite it and 
make it beat stronger,’ said Dr. Michael 
Greenberg, director of UF’s C.V. Whitney 
Marine Laboratory south of St. Augustine. 

According to Greenberg, clam hearts— 
used in some of the earliest experiments 
on LSD—are a good way to learn about 
the brain’s chemical messengers. ‘‘Usu- 
ally only tiny amounts of chemical nerve 
transmitters that control things like appe- 
tite, sleep and the heart can be found in 
the brain,’’ said Greenberg. ‘‘It took 
20,000 clam brains dissected over a peri- 
od of 10 years to find the peptide that 
stimulates the clam heart.

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FREIGHTER RAMS 
MOLASSES REEF 


The 400 foot freighter, Wellwood, ran 
aground on the northeast side of Molas- 
ses Reef in Pennekamp Park, Florida on 
Saturday, August 4. The vessel was 
Stranded in about 15 feet of water for a 
number of days until most of its cargo 
was removed and it was pulled off the 
reef by tugs. While the vessel was strand- 
ed divers were kept away from the area. 

Although the Wellwood damaged the 
reef where it struck, including a number 
of huge coral heads, Molasses Reef is 
again open to divers and the majority of 
the reef is undamaged. Scientists are 
currently studying the repopulation of the 
damaged area by marine species. This 
regeneration is believed to be affected by 
grain which spilled out of the ship and is 
decomposing on the bottom. 

The cause of the stranding is currently 
under investigation and it is possible the 
ship's owners will be fined for damaging 
the reef. >t.

AMERICA

U/W LAB 


Taking advantage of the Marine Re- 
sources Underwater Classroom in John 
Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park in Key 
Largo, Florida, scientists from Duke Uni- 
versity Marine Science Laboratory and 
Aquanautics Corporation jointly conduct- 
ed the first in a series of biotechnology 
research experiments. The team was 
headed by Taylor A. Pryor, director of re- 
search for Aquanautics. 

The University and Aquanautics Corpo- 
ration are jointly developing an artificial 
gill that will allow divers to extract oxygen 
from seawater in a way similar to the bio- 
logical systems utilized by fish and other 
marine organisms. The initial experi- 





ments included the study of performance 
and fouling of artificial membranes to be 
used in the oxygen extraction system. 
The study was conducted by Dr. Bruce 
Zenner, Dr. Dan Rittschof and Robert 
Cashon. Living in the undersea habitat for 
48 hours allowed the men continuous ob- 
servation of laboratory instruments, 
which were hand carried into the cham- 
ber in watertight containers. 

In addition to the membrane studies, 
Dr. Rittschof is investigating the ability of 
several forms of marine life to detect 
chemicals natural to their environment. In 
July 1984, Dr. Rittschof and Marine Bait 
Company publicly announced the discov- 
ery of a protein-based substance which, 
when added to bass lures, doubled the 
number of bass caught by fishermen dur- 
ing tests. 

Use of the Underwater Classroom Hab- 
itat allows Dr. Rittschof to continue his 
studies of chemical attractants and feed- 
ing stimulants to other forms of marine 
life, including Florida stone crabs. 

The Marine Resources Underwater 
Classroom Laboratory is one of the edu- 
cational programs developed, sponsored 
and operated by the Marine Resources 
Development Foundation of Fort Lauder- 
dale, Florida. > 


UASM STUDY 


The Underwater Archeology Society of 
Maryland (UASM) recently began locat- 
ing, identifying and mapping the archaeo- 
logical features in the Potomac waters off 
Fort Lincoln at Maryland’s Point Lookout 
State Park. At the southern tip of St. 
Mary’s County, where the Potomac flows 
into. the Chesapeake Bay, Fort Lincoln 
was part of a Union facility which includ- 
ed a military hospital and a prison. At its 
height, over 20,000 Confederate POWs 
were held on the point. 

More than 50 volunteers will be assist- 
ing with all phases of mapping, selective 
artifact sampling and artifact conserva- 
tion during the underwater site survey, 
according to UASM project director Nich- 
olas Freda. 

The purpose of UASM is to find and 
protect Maryland’s underwater historic 
and prehistoric archaeological re- 
sources. It plans to do this by promoting 
the discovery, investigation and conser- 
vation of underwater archaeological sites 
and artifacts. The organization is non- 
profit and was founded in 1984.

he recent death of Jim Fixx, author of 

several books on running, prompts 
me to review the problems of exercise in 
people who have known or unsuspected 
coronary artery disease. 

This disease causes narrowing of the 
arteries that carry blood to the heart. Dur- 
ing exercise, the narrowed artery will limit 
the needed blood and oxygen to the 
heart and it will develop a state of abnor- 
mal function. The most serious result is 
ventricular fibrillation which causes the 
heart to stop beating. 

The exercise needed for sport diving Is 
usually not enough to strain the heart and 
normally, it is unlikely that heart problems 
would develop. But, what if there is an 
emergency: you have to tow a buddy, 
swim against a heavy current or climb a 
steep hill with full gear and wetsuit? 

Hidden disease of the blood vessels, 
which increases in frequency as age in- 
creases, may remain undetected and will 
become manifest during excess physical 
activity; such an occurrence may result in 
a catastrophic outcome. A not infrequent 
situation occurs when an individual in 
poor physical condition is suddenly con- 
fronted with the need for high energy out- 
put on short notice and without adequate 
preparation. 

In the event that there is undetected 
coronary blockage, the sudden onset of 
high level exercise may result in inade- 
quate blood flow to the heart and symp- 
toms of heart disease (chest pain, abnor- 
mal heart rhythm or even cardiac arrest). 
A diver with coronary artery disease, who 
does not exercise, may not be aware of 
the presence of the disease. On the first 
occasion to perform strenuous exercise, 
cardiac symptoms may occur. 


SYMPTOMS OF HEART 
DISORDERS 
An important goal in prevention of 
complications from heart disease is edu- 








cation about indicators of heart abnor- 
malities. These usually occur during 
periods of stress (exercise, emotional 
stress, anger, anxiety, etc.). Common 
sensations include: chest, arm, jaw or 
neck pain; severe shortness of breath; 
dizziness during exercise; irregular heart 
rhythm; fainting during or after exercise. 

Chest pain is usually in the mid-chest 
area under the breastbone. It is usually 
described as a tight feeling which often 
extends to the left shoulder, arm, jaw or 
neck. The tight feeling can occur in the 
abdomen, occasionally on the right side 
of the chest. Sometimes (although rarely) 
the pain can mimic a toothache, prob- 
lems with the gall bladder, stomach 
ulcers and orthopedic problems in the left 
shoulder and arm. 

Shortness of breath is usually an 
accompaniment of chest tightness, but 
on occasion, can occur as an isolated 
symptom without chest pain. This symp- 
tom is usually described as a severe 
shortness of breath associated with exer- 
cise, unusual in that it is excessive and 
more than the increased breathing asso- 
ciated with normal exercise. 

Dizziness and fainting associated with 
emotional stress (e.g. anger, anxiety, sit- 
uational stress) or exercise, may result 
from an abnormal heart rhythm which 
prevents the heart from pumping ade- 
quate blood to the brain. The abnormal 
rhythm may occur during or shortly after 
exercise. When the abnormality is se- 
vere, the heart can stop and the individu- 
al will die unless prompt CPR is provided. 
When the rhythm disturbance occurs in 
conjunction with a heart attack, there is 
often associated chest pain, sweating 
and sometimes nausea. 

Symptoms of a heart attack include: 
severe chest pain, nausea, sweating, 
shortness of breath, feeling of uneasi- 
ness, unconsciousness, Cardiac arrest. 


IMMEDIATE TREATMENT 

Saving the victim of a heart attack de- 
pends on immediate action to support the 
victim, including providing circulatory 
support (CPR) at the scene. Waiting for 
medical support to arrive often results in 
death of the victim. It is therefore neces- 
sary to be prepared to provide CPR on 
scene until medical support can be ob- 
tained. CPR must be provided continu- 
ously and without interruption until a med- 
ic or physician assumes control of the 
victim’s care. The brain can only survive 
for four to six minutes without a blood 
supply. 

To be the best diver you can be, you 
should have training in CPR and knowl- 
edge of the principles involved in its use. 


PREVENTION 
It is most important to prepare in 
advance, assuring that your exercise tol- 
erance is maintained and that cardiac

disease has been ruled out. Accomplish- 
ing these goals is possible by periodic 
medical examination which includes ex- 
ercise testing and by continuous, regular 
exercise. A recommended schedule for 
medical examinations is every four or five 
years from age 20 to 40, then every two 
or three years thereafter. 

If you are over 40 years old and in poor 
physical condition, exercise testing is 
essential to be certain that the physical 
exertion needed for diving is within your 
capabilities. By undergoing an exercise 
test in a controlled environment, where 
heart function and other indices of exer- 
cise ability can be monitored, any medi- 
cal problems can be detected and evalu- 
ated and an appropriate exercise pro- 
gram can be prescribed. 

Diving is a wonderful sport, but if you 
are at risk for a heart attack, the occa- 
sional exercise you must do to dive safely 
may precipitate a heart problem. Periodic 
examinations, knowledge of the signs of 
heart problems and being prepared to 
help with CPR will make you a safe and 
better diver. >» 


MORE THUNDERER 
ARTIFACTS 


The research vessel Beacon, com- 
manded by Herbert Humphreys, Jur., re- 
cently returned to Grand Cayman after 
completing a 12 day voyage to the site of 
the HMS Jhunderer. The Thunderer is a 
74 gun British warship lost in a hurricane 
in 1780. The actual site of the wreck has 
not been disclosed but is believed to be 
near the Bahamas. 

The Beacon and crew had to battle 
rough seas but managed to salvage six 
cannons and a variety of other artifacts 
which are destined for a museum on 
Grand Cayman. The Beacon is utilized by 
Marine Archeological Research, Ltd. 
which has been awarded salvage con- 
tracts by the governments of the Baha- 
mas and Mexico. >.

he S.S. Avalon is rich in California 

history. She was built on the East 
Coast in 1891, however, and served as 
a triple-deck passenger liner on the Great 
Lakes. She was 265 feet long, with a 38 
foot beam. Her early years, when she 
was named the Eastland, were clouded 
with rumors of a sinking with great loss of 
life. She was purchased by William Wrig- 
ley Jr. in the early 1920s and brought to 
the West Coast where she was renamed 
the Avalon. Wrigley owned not only the 
Wrigley Chewing Gum empire, but the 
Chicago Cubs and Island of Santa Cat- 
alina as well. The ship, like the town and 
bay of Avalon, was named after the para- 
dise of Avilion in Alfred Lord Tennyson’s 
Idylls of the King. In this story, King Arthur 
regains his health in Avilion after being 
wounded in battle. Catalina Island bro- 
chures once boasted ‘‘Visitors to Avalon 
and Catalina escape worries, cares, 
smog and complicated living patterns of 
the mainland and are renewed in body 
and spirit.’ The Avalon was later joined 
by the S.S. Catalina and the pair of white 
steamers plied the waters between Cat- 
alina and San Pedro carrying tourists and 
islanders alike to the picturesque island. 
Where the Avalon and Catalina once 
turned their props slowly to maintain sta- 
tion at the Steamer Pier and passengers 
threw silver coins to island youths in 
mask and flippers, there is now only an 
underwater trench which often turns up 
those coins missed long ago. 

The Avalon was lost off Palos Verdes 
Point in July 1960, after being sold to an 
Oregon lumber company and being par- 
tially stripped for her new occupation. Ru- 
mors again flew, hinting that the sinking 
was not an accident, but was done for the

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ABALONE FARM

farm for baby abalones has been 

constructed in the Santa Barbara 
Harbor by commercial abalone divers, 
who say they are going to put back what 
they take from the abalone beds of the 
Channel Islands. The idea, said Win 
Swint, president of the California Abalone 
Association, is that divers going out to 
sea can stop by the farm, pick up juvenile 
abalones, and, while harvesting the legal- 
sized animals, plant the babies. 

The farm, at Sea Landing Sportfishing 
in the harbor, consists of six 35 gallon 
drums mounted on a rack, each drum 
holding hundreds of baby abalones. Wire 
screens at each end of the drums allow 
water to filter in and out, and the drum 
rack can be hoisted in and out of the wa- 
ter by an overhead winch so that the ba- 
by abalones can be fed drift algae and 
brown kelp by hand. 

When the ‘‘test’’ babies went into the 
first drum, they took to their farm life im- 
mediately, and commercial divers check- 
ing their progress said they were grazing 
ina healthy way. ‘‘When you put new fish 
into an aquarium, they don’t eat for a cou- 
ple of days,’’ said diver Mike Kitahara. 
“But these animals have been eating 
very well.” 

Following the test period, 5,000 aba- 
lones went into the farm, each animal 
measuring 10-12 mm (about one-half 
inch). The baby abalones, donated to the 
project by Atlantic Richfield Corp. (Arco), 
will stay in the farm until they reach about 
an inch in size, said Swint. Then, they will 
be ready for planting offshore. The ani- 
mals will be placed in public domain, 
along the coast and in the Channel |s- 
lands, he said. 

Divers participating in the abalone re- ~ 
seeding project will be commercial divers 
who are CAA members, or they will be 
sport divers who go to the islands aboard 
the Truth and Conception out of Sea 
Landing. Everyone participating in the re- 
seeding project will pay for the abalones 
they pick up from the farm, Swint said. 

The abalones are coming from Estero 
Bay Mariculture, Cayucos, and divers will 
pay less than the going rate of $1 each, 
he said. Arco has made a commitment to 
buy, and contribute to the CAA project, a 
total of 20,000 animals next year. 

CAA, which began experimenting with 
the raising of abalones in 1972, has 
taken an active role in other areas of re- 
search having to do with the declining 
shellfish resource. In August, 1983, the 
group headed an experimental reseeding 
program, called the Great Abalone Plant, 
in which CAA divers led sport divers in 
the planting of 9,000 baby abalones off 
San Miguel Island, in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. A second abalone plant was 
held in August 1984, at Catalina . =%

days. They work at just about anything 
that is under the water and needs in- 
specting, repair or harvesting. They have 
developed skills required in the mainte- 
nance of the offshore oil production plat- 
forms along the western side of Cook In- 
let just south of Anchorage. This work oc- 
casionally involves underwater welding 
or cutting. They also spend many long 
hours harvesting kelp from depths of 30 
feet or less where dives sometimes last 
all day. Or, they gather sea urchins which 
are flown, alive, to Japan; or sea cCu- 
cumbers which are flown to Anchorage 
restaurants. They have 150 tons of lifting 
capacity in float bags and occasionally 
get involved in salvage. Sometimes they 
have to jet their way through the silt and 
mud of a harbor to get to their work. All 
of this occurs in water with a summer 
temperature of about 45°F and a winter 
temperature of 30 to 31°F. 

Based on their experiences in com- 
mercial diving in cold water they realized 
it would be just as safe for sport diving, 
provided the same precautions were 
taken. They quit saying ‘‘no”’ to divers 
who wanted to share sport diving experi- 
ences with them. 

According to both Kunibe and Carr, the 
best sport diving—either Summer or win- 
ter—is at Nubble Reef. On the chart this 
iS an un-named area about one-half mile 
northeast of Nubble Point. Sheer rock 
cliffs rise from 90 feet of water on the 
south side and from 180 feet on the north 
side of the reef. A buoy marks this group 
of rocks that is almost awash. Luxuriant 
Kelp forests surround the rocks. 

In the summer visibility is about 15 to 
20 feet, limited mainly by heavy plankton 
blooms. The best diving is in the winter 
when plankton is at a minimum. Then 
there is visibility of 45 feet or so that lets 
divers see marine life at its best. Nubble 
Reef has its own special ecosystems of 
rocky and kelp biota. The wolf eel, a basi- 
cally harmless animal, feeds on crabs 
and bivalve mollusks or, if they aren’t 
available, almost any mollusk. Wolf eels 
can be huge and are extremely territorial. 
They have been known to chase divers 
who stray into their area. 

In Alaska it is legal to spear any fish as 
long as diver and fish are both complete- 
ly under the water. Kunibe has speared 
halibut weighing up to 180 pounds, using 
a bangstick for the larger fish. The divers 
sometimes spear salmon, the largest in 
fhe 30 to 35 pound category. They also 
collect “swimming” scallops or just sit

back, underwater style and watch the 
wonders of life go by in a kelp forest. 

Sea lions are infrequently present and 
may become aggressive during the mat- 
ing season if a diver swims into their terri- 
tory. Sea otters are curious and some- 
times make a power dive down a diver’s 
bubbles. The Alaska porpoise is also oc- 
casionally seen. Carr tells the story about 
a day an Alaska porpoise visited a group 
of divers. The animal first surfaced near 
the dive boat. Divers waiting in the boat 
fed it chocolate chip cookies. The por- 
poise then swam underwater to a diver 
who petted it; then back to the boat for 
more chocolate chip cookies. The por- 
poise finally made a last check of the div- 
er working just below the surface and 
then swam away. 

Killer whales, Known to inhabit the seas 
around Alaska, are now and then seen 
from the boat but have been observed by 
divers only rarely. No close encounters 
between killer whales and divers have 
ever been reported. 

The Polar Divers Association, a group 
from one of the air force bases in Alaska, 
visits Homer every April for a charter dive 
to Nubble Reef. 


Winter diving, commercially or for 
sport, is potentially hazardous unless 
proper precautions are taken. Kunibe 
and Carr will not take a group to their fa- 
vorite spots when the air temperature is 
below the 15 to 20°F range. At these 
temperatures the sea water will have an 
ice glaze on the surface. Topside materi- 
al and equipment simply freezes up too 
rapidly for safety. As a matter of fact, 
Kunibe stated, ‘‘The biggest problems in 
Alaska winter diving occur not underwa- 
ter but topside. With extreme cold and a 
brisk wind, the wind chill factor makes 
everyone want to be a diver.” 

When | asked Carr, ‘‘When you are 
working as a commercial diver, how do 
you know you are getting too cold; that 
hypothermia is setting in?’’ His answer 
was, ‘| lose my desire to make money!”’ 

Granted, his answer was partly face- 
tious. But there was an element of reality, 
too. Next month Technifacts will get back 
to the technicalities of diving when 
Kunibe and Carr tell all you ever wanted 
to know about very cold water diving and 
how to do it, safely, for sport or money. 
Fechnifacts will review a report on diving 
in the harsh Arctic environment that deals 
with commercial diving under the ice; the 
U.S. Coast Guard’s warnings and cau- 
tions about hypothermia from immersion 
in cold water; articles on survival in freez- 
ing water; and NAUI’s manual, Cold 
Weather and Under Ice Diving. | will also 
recount my experience on a three day 
diving job in four feet of water under three 
feet of ice during a Canadain winter. 

This kind of diving is extremely chal- 
lenging and exciting but should be at- 
tempted only with proper instruction and 
with experienced dive guides. Be with us 
next month for the cold facts. >

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Diver's Academy of the Eastern 
Seaboard Expands Facilities

few weeks in Camden, New Jersey, 

might prove to be a real winner for 
someone who's interested in learning 
commercial diving skills. The eight. year 
old Divers Academy of the Eastern 
Seaboard, in Camden, on the Delaware 
River in the Port of Philadelphia, has 
turned out 550 working divers, with an 
impressive employment rate of 92 per- 
cent and no accidents. 

In the past two years the National As- 
sociation of Trade and Technical Schools 
accredited facility has expanded consid- 
erably. Although the school’s two story 
brick headquarters are dwarfed by the 
freighters docked next door, the Acade- 
my has enlarged classroom and adminis- 
tration space, added a 50 foot steel work- 
boat outfitted with a backhoe, two ton hy- 
draulic lift and boom and brought in a 
second 20 foot, double-lock hyperbaric 
chamber. Divers Academy is also in the 
process of expanding its program to in- 
clude a diver-med-tech specialty. 

Part of the school’s growth can be at- 
tributed to the need for commercial div- 
ers, a need that is expected to increase 
rapidly in 1985 with the opening of new 
oil fields for exploration. A mandate that 


~hyperbarically-trained medical personnel 


man the rigs 24 hours a day sparked the 
development of the med-tech program. 

But most of the credit for success rests 
with Bill and Sharron Brown and their ap- 
proach to vocational education. 

‘We try to stay as close to reality as we 
can,’’ says Director/President Bill Brown, 
the school’s founder. 

Rather than try to lure prospective stu- 
dents with inflated promises of glamour 
and big bucks, the Divers Academy 
draws an accurate picture of the com- 
mercial diving industry. When a would-be 
diver wants to know what's in store, Bill 
relates, ‘‘We'll tell him, ‘it’s construction, 
it’s hard work, it’s cold.’ 

“We tell him we have graduates mak- 
ing $80,000 a year and others making 
$5.75 an hour.” 

Of the academy’s first graduating 
class, one former student now owns a 
dive shop in Florida, another works in 
submersibles in Texas and a third has his 
own commercial diving company in 
Ocean City, Nu. 

A desire to keep students in touch with 
the realities of working in the field led to

Brown's choice of Camden as the loca- 
tion for the Divers Academy. Students 
practice such techniques as search and 
recovery, pipe cutting and assembly, 
handjetting and use of pneumatic chisels, 
drills and other equipment in the cold 
murk of the Delaware River. The Port of 
Philadelphia location occasionally gives 
students opportunities to put their knowl- 
edge and abilities to work even before 
they graduate. Once an academy class 
helped salvage a helicopter that went 
down in the river. “If you can do it in the 
Delaware, you can do it anywhere,’’ 
seems to be the school’s motto. 

“If they’re looking for fun and games, 
they're looking for the tropical islands,”’ 
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observes Bill’s wife, Sharron, the 
school’s financial aid officer. Conditions 
at the school—the changing seasons, the 
muddy Delaware—are what a commer- 
cial diver can realistically expect to find in 
the field, she says. ‘“‘And, we don’t train 
in tanks; it’s all open water.’’ 

When working graduates return to the 
school for a visit, they usually tell the 
Browns ‘‘they’re glad that this is the type 
of training they had,’’ Bill notes. 

Training is something the students get 
plenty of. Classwork takes up 192 hours 
of the 640 hour program. The rest of the 
time, theory is put into practice. Students 
log as many as 80 working dives before 
graduation, despite the fact that the pro- 
gram is several weeks shorter than 


courses offered at similar institutions. 

Students aren’t shortchanged on 
hours. Instead, class size is limited to 10 
or 15 students, so divers aren’t constant- 
ly waiting for their turn in the water. 

The Divers Academy also uses an 
eight hour day. ‘‘We feel the fellows 
spend so much time setting up and 
breaking down dive stations in a five hour 
day that they don't get much practical ex- 
perience,’ Bill explains. 

The longer day also allows students to 
complete the full training course in 16 
weeks, so they can save money on room 
and board while away from home. As 
Divers Academy students have come 
from as far as Kuwait (not to mention 
most of the Eastern Seaboard and the

Dre is easy. It’s the secondary 
chores which sometimes become a 
drag, such as getting to the dive site or 
washing gear afterward. One of the most 
arduous tasks is climbing back on board 
a small boat after a dive. John L. Perry 
(known as Rainbow) and Robert Ritten of 
Fort Pierce, Florida have come up with a 
solution: the Step-On boarding system. 
This versatile device takes a lot of the ef- 
fort out of climbing back on board. 
Ritten calls it the safest dive and swim 
platform ever and there is a patent on its 
unusual design. To show how it works he 
and his partner sent along a videotape. 
Although not in the same league with 
Michael Jackson's Thriller, the tape 


aroused my interest as it showed a pa- 
rade of creatures climbing aboard boats 
using the Step-On. It included kids, old la- 
dies, dogs and divers and finished with a 
man who weighed about 400 pounds. | 
could hardly wait to test it in the ocean. 

Mike Curtis volunteered his Boston 
Whaler and installed the Step-On’s two 
stainless steel mounting brackets by bolt- 
ing them through the transom. The sys- 
tem attaches by means of two pins and 
two clips. It can be mounted or removed 
in minutes, leaving only the brackets on 
the boat. While underway, the entire plat- 
form can be swung upward and tied in 
place to prevent drag. Even if the plat- 
form is left:down, the step swings up au- 
tomatically once the boat gets going. 

The step is the secret to the system's 
efficiency. It offers steady footing and a 
firm, secure feeling. Protruding out away 
from the platform, it allows a staircase ef- 
fect. Usually we tie our tanks and At-Paks 
to a line before climbing back on board. 
With the Step-On, we were able to get up 
with the tanks still on our backs, despite 
swells and wind chop up to four feet. Sit- 
ting on the platform, we were able to don 
tanks and fins before entering. Even Ka- 
hlua, Mike’s golden retriever, clad in her 
custom wetsuit, jumped in and out of the 
water with ease.

No compromises were evident in ma- 
terials and construction. All tubing is one 
inch diameter stainless steel. Pins, bolts 
and other fittings are made of the same 
material. That adds to the cost, but will 
pay off in the long run. The platform and 
step are made of teak, one of the world’s 
costliest but best suited woods for use in 
the marine environment. After long 
periods in sun and saltwater, an applica- 
tion of oil will have it looking like new. 
Other than that and a freshwater rinse, no 
maintenance is needed. 

The Step-On comes in three sizes: the 
Steppy, a 16 inch width for small boats or 
those with twin motors where transom 
room is limited; the Standard 18 inch 
width; and the 22 inch DeLuxe for large 
boats. To decide which one your boat 
needs, measure the transom width of the 
side on which you wish to install it. Turn 
the motor or outdrive to that side to allow 
room for clearance before measuring. 

Besides helping divers, the Step-On al- 
so makes it easier for young, old, heavier 
and physically handicapped people to 
get on board. Prices start at $225 for the 
16 inch Steppy. The Standard is $236 
and the DeLuxe is $247. For further infor-

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Midwest), that’s important. 

Students can make arrangements 
through the school to board in private 
homes while attending the academy. On 
weekends, there is plenty to do. As Shar- 
ron points out, Camden is central to eve- 
rything. Philadelphia is less than 15 min- 
utes away and an hour’s drive to the east 
is some of the best wreck diving on the 
coast—or anywhere else. 

The living arrangements seem to suit 
the students fine. Says Bill, ‘lt makes for 
a real good relationship’’ and a chance 
for the divers to have a home-cooked 
meal at the end of the day. 

The atmosphere at the academy is also 
somewhat homey and relaxed. But it’s 
no-nonsense. Divers Academy instruc- 


tors are a mix of former U.S. Navy and 
commercial diving industry personnel. 
(‘When students graduate, they're not 
going into the Navy, they're going into the 
industry,’ Bill says by way of explana- 
tion. ‘‘But the Navy standards are high.’’) 
The task of the staff is to turn out divers 
who can get jobs in the field. The under- 
water cutting and welding projects are 
necessary; the long, cold hours spent 
reassembling valves and flanges in zero 
visibility are, too. Hands-on chamber op- 
eration experience is valuable (offered as 
part of the basic course at the academy). 

While there is no downplaying the 
skills, Bill Brown says, one thing is more 
important than any other when it comes 
to finding a job in the field: Attitude is eve- 


rything. ‘‘We lay the ground rules the first 
day,’’ Bill says. As in most other fields, 
employers want willing workers} ‘They 
don't like people who come fresh out of 
school and think they Know it all.’’ De- 
spite their highly specialized training, 
even graduates from a commercial diving 
school ‘‘are entry level people. When 
they get out of school, that's when their 
education starts.’ 

If that's the case, the “‘pre-education”’ 
that students at the Divers Academy of 
the Eastern Seaboard get while they're 
still in school seems to point them in the 
right direction—no joke.
